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hand and imprifoned. Canning’s ftory, neverthelefs, was fo extrae 
ordinary, and in fome of its leading cireumftances fo improbable and 
inconfiftent, that many-people were induced to fufpect an impofture. 
After the trial of Squires and Wells, new matter of fufpicion arofe ; 
and in the courfe of fome inquiries, which were very laudably fet 
on foot by Sir Crifp Gafcoyne, the Lord Mayor, very ample evi- 
dence was obtained of the innocence of Mary Squires, and the guilt 
of Canning. The refult of thefe inquiries was laid before the King, 
who referred the whole matter to the Attorney and Solicitor General, 
(Sir DudleyRyder, and the late Earl Mansfield, then William Mur- 
ray, Efq.) and in confequence of their declaration, that the weight 
of evidence was in favour of the gipfey, fhe received his Majefty’s 
pardon, and Wells was difcharged from her confinement. It was 
now Canning’s turn to be profecuted, and the was brought to the bar 
at the Old Bailey, May 1, 1754, being charged with wilful and cor- 
rupt perjury. The trial lafted feven days, when, after a patient and 
impartial hearing, the alibi of Mary Squires having been proved, by 
one of the moft extraordinary chains of evidence which ever was 
brought before a court of juftice, Canning was found guilty, and 
fentenced to feven years tranfportation.—Such is the fummary of a 
ftory, which occupied, in a meft uncommon degree, the attention of 
the public, who were divided into two parties, not unaptly cflled the 
Egyptians and the Canningites ; and with fuch zeal did the partifans on 
each fide fupport their favourite caufe, that it was not unfrequent for 
the beft friends to quarrel when they failed of convincing each other 
upon this myfterious and complicated affair. Canning’s was the po- 
pular party ; the mob were fo zealoufly attached to her intereft, that 
they proceeded to the: moft violent outrages, grofsly infulting the Lord 
Mayor, breaking his coach windows, and even threatening his life '”.

Henley entertained the audience, at his oratory, with enlogiums upon

In the Philofophical Tranfactions is an account 
of Thomas Hall, born at Willingham in Cambridgefhire, who, at the 
age of two years and ten months, had attained to a very extraordi- 
nary fize,*though it appcars, by his dimenfions there given, that he 
was not fo large as Everitt at the age of eleven months '”.

Mary Turpin, anno 1775, left the in- 
tereft of 2001. (laid out in the purchafe of 2401. 3 per cent. confol. 
Bank annuities) for the purpofe of educating three girls. 

Henry Loft, anno 1631, left 41. per‘annum for clothing for the 
poor. William Billings, anno 1659, gave twenty fhillings per ann. 
to clothe poor children. 

The following annual penfions are paid to the poor from dona- 
tions, viz. 121. 12s. each to fix poof men, out of the rents of houfes 
left for that ‘putpofe by Thomas Wilfon, anno 1590, and now pro- 
ducing, clear of all deductions, 751. 12s. per ann. (N. B. This will 
be farther increafed after Midfummer 1795); to one poor woman, 
31. 138. 4d. being a benefaGtion of William Smith, anno 1592 ; to four 
poor women, 10]. each, being the rent of a houfe (now the Grey- 
hound inn) left by John David anno 1620 ; to two poor women, 21. 
each, the benefaction of John Deycrowe, anno 1627, being a rent- 
charge upon a farm in Enfield; to fix poor women, 21. each, be- 
queathed by Henry,Loft anno 1631 ; to four poor widows, 11. 10s, 
each, paid dut of Annet Ofbourn’s benefaGtion, anno 1666; to four 
poor perfons of-Posider's-end-quarter, 21. 10s. each, being the inte- 
reft of 3331. 6s.’8d.%3 per cent. confol. Bank annuities, purchafed 
with the principal and accumulated intereft of 1ool. left in 1735 to 
the poor of that divifion by Richard Darby, Efq. the payment of

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which had been withheld till 1776, when the court of Chancery or- 
dered both the principal and-intcreft to be paid. Annual penfions of 
forty fhillings each are given alfo by the parith to three poor perions, 
being the intereft of a part of the Benfleet timber-money, and the 
furplus of Jafper Nichols’s gift. 

Mr. Robert Barnevelt, by his will, bearing date 1785, left an annuity 
of rool. expiring in the year 1808, to be divided between ten poor 
perfons of Enfield, being of the age of 65 years, not receiving alms, 
and refiding in the town-quarter ; five of them to be men, and five 
women, to be appointed by the vicar, with the concurrence of the 
churchwarden and overfeer, and fix reputable inhabitants of the 
town-quarter. Mr. Barnevelt died in 1786.

King James I. as a compenfation for having taken part of the 
chafe into Theobalds-park, gave the parifh of Enfieldya fum of mo- 
ney, with which was purchafed an eftate at North Mims, producing 
a clear rent of 161. 98.3; this is at the difpofal of the veftry. The 
fite of the market-place, given to the parish alfo by King James, with Marke 
the profits of the market, (now ifcontinued,) produce 371. per an- P*°* 
num. Out of this, and the laft-mentioned fum, the taxes for the 
fchool-houfe are paid, and 4ol. given to the wher. But this is at 
the difcretion of the veftry. 

A mefluagc, 
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A mcfMuage, with the garden and appurtenances on the chafe-fide, 
were purchafed by the parifh anno 1740, and are now ufed as a 
work-houfe, 

The greater part of the chafe allotment, belonging to this parith, 
(viz. 1530 acres) remains as wafte land, on which the inhabitants 
have right of common. - Two hundred acres are cultivated, and on 
an average worth thirty fhillings an acre. One-half of the produce 
is appropriated to the reduction of the Jand-tax; the other to the 
redudtion of the poor rates. This part of the allotment is tithe- 
free, 

In an old book of accounts, relating to the difpofal of the gifts, is 
the following memorandum, dated 1643: “ Delivered to Mr. John 
“ Wilford oftt of the ftorehoufe, for the buyinge and providinge of 
“ § horfe and“furniture, charged upon this towne, the 21 of Au- 
Hf ult SO.

It contains about 

one thoufand nine hundred and fifty acres of land, (exclufive of 

the common,) of which about an hundred are arable, and an hun- 

dred and fifty wood, the remainder grafs-land. The foil is various, 

but principally a black loam. 

Finchley-common (two-thirds of which is within this parifh, and Finchley 
the remainder in Hornfey and Friarn Barnet,) contains one thou- co™™- 
fand and ten acres of land, which, if cultivated, would be worth, 
on an average, about 21. an acre. General Monk drew up his forces Encamp- 
upon this common, Feb. 3, 1660". The Queen’s regiment, the Royal ™"" eer 
Irifh, and the South Hants militia, were encamped there during 
the fummer of 1780, on account of the dreadful riots in London *. 

This parith pays the fum of 6381. os. 33d. to the land-tax, which, 
in the year 1793, was at the rate of three fhillings in the pound. 

King John, in the firft year of his reign, granted an exemption Grant of pri-

William Coton, collated to the re€tory anno 1581, refigned it 
anno 1598 on being promoted to the bifhopric of Exeter”. His 
fucceffor at Finchley, Richard Latewar, was chaplain to Charles 
Lord Mountjoy, whom he accompanied to Ireland ; and being with 
his Lordfhip during an engagement with the rebels near Carlingford 
on the’ 16th July 1601, was mortally wounded, and died the next 
day *. A monument was ere¢ted to his memory at St. John’s-college 
in Oxford. . 

Upon the death of Latewar, John Bancroft was collated to this 
rectory by his uncle, who was then Bifhup of London. Ile refigned 
it anno 1608, and afterwards became Bifhop or Oxford *. 

John Barkham, collated by Bifhop Bancroft on the refignation of 
his nephew, was a man of confiderable learning, and publithed feve- 
ral anonymous works. The Difplay of Heraldry, which goes under 
Guillim’s name, is attributed to him. He wrote alfo a book on 
coins, which was never publifhed *. 

I fuppofe William Crowe, D. D. who was collated to this rectory 
in 1731, to be the fame, who, about that time, publifhed feveral oc- 
cafional fermons. A colleétion of fermons, by William Crowe, D.D.

By thistable, it appears, that the population of this parifh has in- 
crealed, though not in fo great a proportion as in villages nearer to 
the metropolis. The regifter of burials, during the period 1680-9, is 
imperfect. The prefent number of houfes is about two hundred and 
fifty. 

In 1603, there were fifty-one burials, of which, fays a note in 
the regifler, “ in tempore peftilentia 38.” In 1665 there were only 
thirty-cight burials. It appears, by the following records, that the 
dyfentcry was attended, at various times, with effects as fatal as the 
plague. “ 1596. Hoc anno moriebantur de dyfenterid 19.” The 
whole number of burials was twenty-eight. The next year twenty~ 
three, out of forty-eight perfons interred at this place, fell victims 
to the fame diforder. In the year 1780, during the months of Au- 
guft, September, and O@tober, the dyfentery was again very fatal ™. 
The number of burials that year was one hundred and two, which 
was more than double the average of that period. It muft be ob- 
{erved, however, that feveral perfons were buried from the camp, 
formed that year upon Finchley-common. 

Several certificates, for perfons affliGed with the evil, dated at va- 
rious times from 1684 to 1688, occur at-the beginning of one of 
the regifters.

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1561, were vefted in twelve feoffces, to whom the difcretionary dif- 
pofal of the rents was entrufted. New fcoffecs were to be elected to 
make up the faid number, whenever they were reduced to fix. Thefe 
eftates, anno 1790, produced 1221. ros. per annum. 

An alms-houfe, for fix poor perfons, has been ereéted by the 
feoffees of the above-mentioned charities, and is maintained out of 
their funds. 

Thomas Cleave, anno 1636, left the fum of sol. to buy bread 
for the poor; with this fum was purchafed an annuity of 21. 16s, 
being a rent-charge on lands. 

This parith is entitled to the benefits of the free-fchool at High- 
gate. 

Some other fmall benefa@tidnhs are mentioned upon an old table 
in the church; but thofe above-mentioned are all which are now 
enjoyed by the parith.

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HE name of this place was anciently written Fullenhdm, or 

Fullonham, which, fays Norden, “ as Mafter Camden taketh 
“ it, fignifieth volucrum domus, the habitacle of birdes, or the place 
“ of fowles, Fudlon’and Fuglas, in the Saxon toong, doe fignifie 
“ fowles, and tam, or bame, as much as home in our toong. So 
“ that Follonham, or Fuglas-hame, is as much to faie, as the 
“ home, houle, or habitacle of fowle. It may be alfo taken for 


_ © volucrum amnis, or the river of fowle; for Lam alfo, in many 


places, fignifieth amnis, a river. But it is moft probable it fhould 
“ be of lande fowle, which ufually haunt groves and clufters of trees, 
“ whereof in this place, it feemeth, hath beene plenty.” Somner, 
in his Saxon Ditionary, propofes a very different etymology : “ Ful- 
“lanham, or Fulhagi, faye he, quafi Foul-ham, from the dirtinefs 
of the place *.” The fame derivation is given in Manning’s edition 
of Lye’s DiGtionary: “ Fullanham—ceno/a habitatio.” 

The village of Fulham is fituated on the banks of the Thames, at 
the diftance of four miles from Hyde-park-corner ; it lies within the 
hundred of Offulfton ; and the parifh is bounded by Chelfea, Ken- 
fington, Wilfdon, Acton, and Chifwick, and by the river Thames. 
This parifh (including the Hammerfmith diftri@) contains about 
two thoufand nine hundred acres of land, of which about one

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thoufand and eighty are on the Fulham fide. Of thefe, about one 
half is occupied by market-gardeners ; the other half is divided, in 
nearly an equal proportion, between grafs and corn ; but the corn- 
land is frequently fown with garden vegetables, of which, upon 
an average, the greater part may he faid, perhaps, to bear onc crop 
in a year.

to the land-tax, which, in the year 1793, was at the rate of about 
1s, 7d. in the pound. 

In the year 879, the Danifh army having removed from Chippen- 
ham and Cirencefter, came and encamped at Fulham, where they 
were joined by another army, which had been defeated and driven 
out of Flanders by Charles II. King of France. After pafling the 
winter at Fulham, thcy all went to make a freth attack upon Flan- 
ders in the Spring *.

While the parliamentary army was ftationed near London, in the Parhamen- 


year 1647, Fairfax’s head-quarters were at Putney, where the coun- 
cils of war were generally held in the parifh-church ; they were 
fometimes held at Fulham *, where the following officers were quar- 
tered ; Colonel Hammond, at Mr. Terrie’s ; Sir Hardrefs Waller, at 
Mr. Hill’s ; Colonel Rainfborough, at Major Rainfborough’s ; Co- 
lonel Scrope and Colonel Tomlinfon, at Mr. Herbert’s ; Colonel 
Twefleday and Colonel Okey, at Mr. John Wolverfton’s ; Colonel 
Potter, at Mr. Seare’s; and the Adjutant General of foot at Mr. 
Snowe’s °. 

It was reported to the Houfe of Commons, in the month of March 
1648, that a doctor, one of his Majefty’s chaplains, had feveral times 
preached about Parfon’s-green, once in the great brick-houfe, ano-

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ther time in the high white houfe, where was a great refort of peo- 
ple, and many of them difaffected to the parliament. The doctor 
was fent for, and after examination, committed to cuftody ’. 

The manor of Fulham belonged to the fee of London a confider- 
able tume before the Conqueft. It is faid to have been given to 
Bifhop Erkenwald and his fucceffors, about the ycar 691, by Tyrh- 
tilus, a bifhop, with the confent of Sigehard King of the Eaft Sax- 
ons, and Coenred King of the Mercians *, Tyrhtilus, Bifhop of 
Hereford, whom, I fuppofe, to have been the perfon here meant, 
was contemporary with Erkenwald. The manor has been in the un- 
interrupted poffeffion of the Bifhops of London, except during the 
interregnum in the laft century, when it was fold, anno 1647, to 
Colonel Edmund Harvey, with the leafehold lands thereto belonging, 
for the fum of 76171. 8s. 10d.° 

The manor of Fulebam is faid, in Doomfday-book, to contain 
forty hides, which were fufficient to employ forty ploughs ; thirteen 
hides were in demefne, on which the lord of the manor had four 
ploughs. Among the freemen and villeins there were twenty-fix 
ploughs, and ten more might be ufed ; there were five villeins hold- 
ing an hide each ; thirteen who held a virgate cach ; thirty-four who 
held half a virgate; twenty-two cottars, who held half a hide 
jointly ; and eight more, who had gardens only. Certain foreigners 
and burgeffes of London had twenty-three hides of land, held in 
villeinage. The villeins and bordars, who occupied thefe lands, 
were thirty-one in number. The meadow was fufficient for forty 
plough-lands. There was pafture for the cattle of the town; ten

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In the library, which is 48 feet in length, are feveral portraits of the 
Bifhops of London, collected by the prefent Bithop, who has 
formed the very laudable defign of colleéting (as far as may be prac- 
ticable,) the portraits of his predeceffors. He has already fo far 
fucceeded in his intention, as to procure the following: Bifhop 
Tunftall, copied from Holbein, by Taylor; Bithop Grindall ; Laid, 
copied from Vandyke, by old Stone ; original pictures of Abbot and 
Vaughan, fuppofed to be Cornelius Janflen’s; a fine original of Bifhop 
King; Compton, a copy from Kneller; Gibfon, by Vanderbank; 
Ofbaldefton, by Hudfon; Sherlock, a copy by Stewart; Hayter; 
Terrick, a copy by Stewart from Dance; and Bithop Lowth, by Pine. 
‘There is a portrait alfq of Crew Bifhop of. Durham, by Sir Peter Lely. 
The great dining-room, which is extremely well proportioned, (viz.

In confequence of this 
petition, certain commiffioners {among whom were Sir John Van- 
burgh and Sir Chriftopher Wren,) were appointed to examine the 
premifes"*, The purport of their report was, that after taking down 
the bake-houfe and paltry-houfe, which adjoined to the kitchen, and 
all the buildings to the northward of the great dining-room, therc 
would be left between fifty and fixty rooms, befides the chapel, hall, 
and kitchen. Thefe being judged fufficient for the ufe of the Bifhop 
and his fucceffors, a licence (bearing date July 21, 1715,) was 
granted to pull down the other buildings*. The palace, including 
all the offices, confifts now of nearly the fame number of rooms as 
were left by Bifhop Robinfon. Bithop Ofbaldefton, who died 
anno 1764, left the fum of 10001. towards the repairs of Fulham- 
palace ™. 
Gardensce- | The gardens at Fulham firft became remarkable in the time of Bi- 
Bikes "  fhop Grindall, who was one of the earlieft encouragers of botany, 
clas and the firft perfon who imported the tamarifk-tree into this country, 
about the year 1560™.

Near the porter’s lodge is a row of limes, of great age, one of 
which meafures 13 feet 3 inches in girth. It is moft probable, that 
they were planted by Bifhop Compton about the year of the Revo- 
lution, when the fafhion of planting avenues of limes was intro- 
duced into this country from Holland, where they ornamented the 
Prince of Orange’ 8 palaces. 

While I am fpeaking upon this fubje@, it would be unpardonable 
to omit the mention of a very curious garden near Walham-green in 
this parith, planted fince the year 1756, by its prefent poffeffor, John 
Ord, Efq. Mafter in Chancery. It is not a little extraordinary, that 
this garden fhould, within the fpace of forty years, (fuch have been 
the effedts of good manageinent, and a fertile foil,) have produced 
trees which are now the fineft of their refpedtive kinds in the king- 
dom. Asa proof of this, may be mentioned the Sophora Faponica, 
planted anno 1756, then about two feet high ; now eight feet in 
girth, and about forty in height ; a ftandard Gingéo tree, planted about 
the year,1767, two feet three inches in girth, and an,Illinois walnut, 
two feet two inches in girth, growing where it was fown, about the 
year 1760. Among other trees, very remarkable alfo for their growth, 
though not to be fpoken of as the largeft of their kind, are a black wal- 
nut-tree, (fown anno 1757,) about forty feet high, and five feet four 
inches in girth; a,cedar of Libanus, (planted in 1756,) eight feet 
eight inches in girth; a willow-leaved oak, (fown anno 1757) 
four feet in girth; the Rhus Vernix, or varnifh fumach, four feet 
in gitth; and a ftone pine, of very Gingular growth ; its girth, at

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dence at Fulham, and of his cruelties, fome facts are recorded in hif- 
tory’, and many traditions are yet current. A large wooden chair, 
in which he is faid to have fat to- pafs fentence upon heretics, was 
placed, a few years ago, in a fhrubbery near the palace, which gave 
occafion to an elegant poem, written by Mifs Hannah More, who 
was then on a vifit at the bifhop’s*. One deprived bifhop of the 
reformed church, John Byrde, (who was the laft provincial of the 
Carmelites, and afterwards became Bithop of Chefter,) feems to have 
found an a/ylum with Bonner, and was living with him at Fulham 
anno 1555: “ Upon his coming, fays Wood, he brought his pre- 
“ fent with him, a difh of apples and a bottle of wine.” Bithop 
Aylmer, or Elmer, a worthy and learned prelate, was principally re- 
fident at Fulham, and died there anno 1594... The zeal with which 
he fupported the interefts of the eftablifhed church, expofed him to 
the refentment of the puritans, who, among other methods which 
they took to injure the bifhop, attempted to prejudice the Queen 
againft him, alleging, that he had committed great wafte at Fulham, 
by cutting down the elms ; and, punning upon his name, they gave 
him the appellation of Bifhop Mar-elm; “ but, it was a fhameful 
“ untruth, fays Strype, and how falfe it was all the court knew, and 
“ the Queen herfelf could witnefs, for the had lately lodged at the 
“ palace; where the mifliked nothing, but that her lodgings were

Two'years afterwards, Agnes Hafely being 
then the reli& of Sir Thomas, demifed her manor of Wendon to 
Henry Weaver for thirty years, and foon after granted it to him in 
fee“, . William Effex, Eq. died feifed of this manor anno 1481 “, 
and it continued in his family till the reign of Queen Elizabeth, 
when it appears to have been aliened to John Tamworth, Efq. one 
of her privy cqunfellors, who, in the year 1565, fettled the manor 
of Wandowme won: his wife Chriftiana”.

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endowments, to the monaftery of St. Peter, Weftminficr. When 
that city was made a bifhopric, the church of St. Martin’s, at firft 
conftituted a part of its revenues, but afterwards, in thé ycar 1544, 
was fettled upon the dean and chapter”. The manor above-men- 
tioned, being thus vefted in the dean and chapter of Weftminfter, 
was, by them, granted to the King, anno 1549, in exchange for 
other lands”. It was fold by Queen Mary, anno 1558, to William 
Maynard, citizen of London”, at thirty years purchafe, being va- 
lued at fixty fhillings per annum, and held of the crown in fctage 
as of the manor of Eaft-Greenwich. ‘The manor is defcribed, ime,\e 
grant to Maynard, as in the parifh of Fulham only, and containing 
forty-five acres. Sir William Maynard, (who fettled at Curriglas near 
Tallow in lreland”,) died feifed of this eftate, (by the name of the 
manor of Sandford,) anno 1630 °°, and it continued in the fame fa- 
mily till the death of Robert Maynard, Efq. (anno 1756,) in whom the 
male branch became extin@. Leaving no iffue, the inheritance of his 
eftates was vefted in his four aunts, or their reprefentatives. In the 
year 1778, the Hon. William Moore, (uncle to the prefent Earl of 
Mounteafhel,) who married Anne, daughter of Digby Foulke, Efq. 
and great grand-daughter of Angel Maynard, one of the four ladies 
above-mentioned, purchafed the other fhares of this eftate”, and in 
the year 1788, fold the manor-houfe, and fite of this manor, to Mr.

The Earl’s fecond lady was the ac- 
complithed Anaftafia Robinfon ™, to whom he had been, for fome Anaftaha 
years privately married, before he could prevail upon himfelf to ac- ee 
knowledge her, an event which did not take place till a fhort time 
before his death (anno 1735). She refided in a houfe which the Earl 
took for herfelf and her mother, near Fulham, but never lived under 
the fame roof with him, till fhe was prevailed on to attend him in a 
journey, which he took a few months before his death, on account 
of his declining health’. Hawkins, however, fays, that fhe came 
to live at Peterborough-houfe in 1723, and eftablifhed a mufical 
academy there, at which Bononcini, Martini, and all the moft emi- 
nent muficians of that time affifted; and he adds, that it was attend- 
ed by all the fafhionable world. After the death of the late Earl of 
Peterborough, this houfe was fold to Richard Heavifide, Efq. It is 
at prefent unoccupied. A great part of the old building has been 
pulled down, and there are now {carce any traces of its former ftate.

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In the prefent century it has been celebrated as the refidence of Samuel 
Richardfon, a very amiable man, as well as a popular writer. It was 
his cuftom to {pend as much time as he could fpare, from his avoca- 
tions in London, at this villa, where he compofed fome of his works, 
particularly, as I have been informed from good authority, the novel 
of Clariffa Harlowe.

the greater part of the laft century, the property of the Powells‘, 
from whom it came to Sir John Williams of Pengethly, Monmouth- 
fhire, Bart." It is now the property of Arthur Annefley Powell, 
Efq. and is occupied as a {chool. 

Sir Thomas Rawlinfon, Knt. anno 1708, was admitted to a copy- 
hold houfe in Fulham, (called Goodriche’s alias Symond’s,) on the fur- 
render of William Thomas, clerk °. This houfe, having defcended 
to Dr. Rawlinfon, was left by him, anno 1754, to augment the fa- 
lary of the principal of Hertford-college in Oxford". Having been 
for fome time unoccupied, it was pulled down in March 1794, and 
the fite let on a building teafe. 

In the year 1718, Hicks Borough furrendered a meffuage near 
Northend, called Browne’s-houfe, which had been formerly Lord 
Griffin’s, to Sir John Stanley, Bart. from whom it paffed, anno 1735, 
to William Monk, Efq."* It was afterwards the property of Francis 
Earl Brooke, who aliened it to the late Marquis of Downhhire, then 
Earl of Hilfborough. It was afterwards the property of the late Sir 
Gilbert, and now of the Dowager Lady Heathcote. 

Claybrooke-houfe, in Fulham, took its name from the family of 
Claybrooke, who had confiderable property in this parith in the reign 
of Queen Elizabeth". Sir Edward Frewen inherited this houfe on 
the death of his father, anno 1702". It afterwards became the pro- 
perty of Robert Limpany,. Efq. and is now a boarding-{chool for 
young ladies, in the occupation of Mrs. Mayers and Chant. 

A houfe, called Holcrofts, was fold by Robert Limpany to Sir Wil- 
liam Withers, in the year 1708, being then newly built, and having

Adjoining to the river, on the eaft fide of the bridge, are feveral 
villas, very pleafantly fituated, belonging to Dr. Milman, Elborowe 
Woodcock, Efq. H. Legge, Efq. Dr. Cadogan, Mrs. Chauncy, and 
Philip Stephens, Efq. fecretary to the Admiralty. The latter has very 
extenfive pleafure-grounds. 

Among the eminent inhabitants, not elfewhere mentioned, may be 
enumerated, John Norden, author of the Survey of Middlefex and 
Hertfordfhire ‘*; John Florio, an Italian, (clerk of the clofet to 
James I.) who tranflated Montaigne’s, Effays into Englifh, and pub- 
lithed an Italian Ditionary, and other works ** ; George Cartwright, 
the actor"; Charles Hickman, bifhop of Londonderry "*; Jacob 
Tonfon and Bernard Lintot, two eminent bookfellers "’, fucceffively 
publifhers of Pope’s works; Catefby, the celebrated naturalift'"; 
and Samuel Foote, the comedian and dramatic writer, who refided 
fome years at Northend. 

The parifh church, which is dedicated to All Saints, ftands at a 
{mall diftance from the water-fide. It is an ancient ftone building, 
and confifts of a nave, chancel, and two aifles. At the weft end is 
a handfome Gothic tower, built, if we may judge from the archi- 
te@ture, fome time in or near the fourteenth century. In the chan- 
cel window are the arms of the fee of London impaling Compton ; 
in the fouth wall is a fingle ftone ftall, with a handfome Gothic ca- 
nopy, ornamented with quatrefoils. Near it is an altar-tomb, with 
a figure in brafs, of 4 man in armour ; the arms and infcription are 
gone. On the north wall, is a rich Gothic monument", with an

Sir William Butts was one of the founders of the College of Phy- 
ficians. He was efteemed a man of great learning, fkill, and expe- 
rience”, and was trufted by Henry VIII. in many important af- 
fairs". Shakfpeare introduces him difcovering to the King the ma- 
lice of Gardiner, and others of the council, againft Cranmer. A por- 
trait of Butts is introduced in Holbein’s pidturé of Henry VIII. 
granting the charter to the Surgeons’ Company. 

Sir Thomas Smith was appointed fecretary of the Latin tongue in 
the year 1603, with a falary of forty marks**. He was made alfo 
clerk of the council, and of the high court of parliament, and mafter 
of the requefts, and was oh the road to higher preferment. He was 
a native of Abingdon, and a member of the Univerfity of Oxford, to 
the library of which place, founded by his friend and neighbour, Sir 
Thomas Bodley, he left a confiderable fum of money.

In the eaft window of the fouth aifle, are the royal arms, the 
arms and quarterings of Cecil‘*, and thofe of Sir William Bil- 
lefby, Knt.'". It is probable, that he and the Earl of Exeter, who 
married Sir Thomas Smith’s widow, contributed toward the repairs 
of that aifle, which feems to have been confiderably raifed with brick 
about the beginning of the laft century. The principal monument, 
on the fouth wall, is that of John Vifcount Mordaunt of Avalon '™*. 
On a large flab of black polifhed marble, fupported by pedeftals 
about four feet high, ftands « fine marble ftatue of the deceafed, in 
a Roman habit, and with a baton in his hand.

The rectory of Fulham, the advowfon of which had been always 
connected with the manor, was appropriated by Bifhop Giffard, anno 
1420, to the priory of Sheen. For this appropriation, the confent 
of the dean and chapter of St. Paul’s was obtained, and it was con- 
firmed by the King’s patent **; but it does not appear, that the con- 
vent ever prefented to the benefice, which has been invariably (cx- 
cept during the protectorate of Cromwell, and the fufpenfion of 
Bifhop Compton,) in the patronage of the Bifhops of London. In 
the year 1327, the rectory was valued at thirty marks per annum, 
exclufive of a penfion of 61. per annum payable to the chancellor of 
St. Paul’s cathedral“. The rectorial tithes have been held on a 
leafe for lives, from time immemorial, the leffee paying a referved 
rent of 4ol. per annum to the rector, whofe benefice is a finecure. 
The glebe and tithes, which were valued, anno 1610, at 3gol. per 
annum '*’, had belonged (under a leafe granted by Henry King, retor 
of Fulham, and bearing date 1641,) to the family, of Nourfe, of 
Woodeaton in Oxfordfhire, who fold them to Edmund Harvey, Efq. 
who had purchafed the manor during the interregnum. On his at- 
tainder, they became vefted in the crown, and were granted by 
Charles II. anno 1664, to Anthony Eyre, Efg. in confideration of 
his fervices to the King his father'". They afterwards belonged to 
Sir John Elwes, proprietor of Grove-houfe, and were purchafed 
with that, and other premifes in Fulham, by Sir Brook Bridges, 
Bart. about the year 1700". The prefent leffee is Samuel Knight, 
Efg. of Milton in the county of Cambridge. 

The fum of 4l. 15s. per annum, deducted out of the gol. above- 
mentioned, is now paid by the rector of Fulham to the chancellor

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of St. Paul’s, in lieu (as I fuppofe) of the tithes of the demefne lands 
at Fulham, granted to that ofhcer by Richard de Belmeis and Richard 
Fitzneal, Bifhops of London‘. 

The parfonage-houfe ftands upon the weft fide of Parfon's, or 
Parfonage-green, to which it gave name. It is now divided into two 
tenements. In the year 1598 it was in the tenure of Sir Francis 
Walfingham’s widow“. Bowack, who wrotcin 1705, fays, “ the 
“ houfe in which the reétors of Fulham ufed to refide, is now very 
old, and much decayed. There is, adjoining to it, an old ftone- 
building, which feems to be of about three hundred or four hundred 
years ftanding, and defigned for religious ufe; in all probability, 
a chapel for the rectors and their domeftics. Before the faid houfe 
is a large common, which, within the memory of feveral ancient 
inhabitants now living, was ufed for a bowling-green‘”.” The 
building, of which Bowack {peaks, was pulled down about the year 
1740. 

William Shirebourne, who was rector of Fulham anno 1366, is 
faid to have been excellently well verfed, not only in philofophy, but 
alfo in theology ; and, in both kinds, to have written with great com-

Richard Hill, who was collated to the reCtory of Fulham in 1488, 
became afterwards Bifhop of London, 

Henry King, fon of the Bifhop of London, was promoted from 
this rectory to the fee of Chichefter, anno 1642°%. His fucceffor, 
Thomas Howell, brother of the celebrated James Howell, was made 
Bifhop of Briftol in the year 1644°™. 

The late Dr. Michael Lort, who was collated to the rectory of 
Fulham in the month of April 1789, was a man very generally

“ Sorrow, and Solace,” and another fingle fermon’". He was fuc- 
ceeded by Richard Clewet, who was ejeted by the Puritans ‘”; his 
place being fupplied by Adoniram Byfield, whofe name has been

{ented by Edmund Harvey, who had purchafed the manor 78,) by 
Ifaac Knight, minifter of Hammerfmith '”, 

William Nicholas Blomberg, who was prefentcd to the vicarage of 
Fulham in 1733, and became reétor in 1734, was fon of Baron 
Blomberg, a nobleman of Courland. He publifhed a life of Dr. 
Edmund Dickenfon, an eminent phyfician, who was his grandfather 
by the mother’s fide ‘”. 

Denifon Cumberland, prefented to this vicarage in 1757, vacated 
it upon being promoted to the bifhopric of Clonfert in Ireland, from 
which he was afterwards tranflated to Kilmore. He was fon of the 
celebrated Dr. Richard Cumberland, bifhop of Peterborough, and 
father of Richard Cumberland, Efq. the dramatic writer. The Bifhop 
of Kilmore married a daughter of Dr. Bentley, who was the Phobe 
of Dr. Byrom’s well-known ballad of “ My time, O! ye Mufes,” 
&e. &e. ; 

The prefent vicar of Fulham is the Rev. Graham Jepfon, who fuc- 
ceeded Dr. Hamilton anno 1776, and is now reétor alfo. 

At the diffolution of monafteries and chantries, there was a bro- 
therhood in the church of Fulham, dedicated to St. Peter, of which 
Edward Lathar, and three others, were wardens. In the inventory 
of goods belonging to the church, in the reign of Edward VI. ‘” 
mention is made of “ two rotchetts, and 20 pecys of owld paynted 
“ clothes that did kever the images.” 

The earlieft regifler of this parifh, now extant, begins in the year 
1675. During the firft five years, the baptifms, burials, &c. at 
Fulham and Hammerfmith, were entered promifcuoufly ; the average 
number of baptifins, during that period, was 137; that of burials,

John Vif- “* The Right Honorable John L‘ Vifcount Mordaunt departed this 


count Mor- « mortall life the’ sth day of June, and was interred in a new vault 
** in the fouth ifle, the 14 day the fame month of June 1675.” Lord 
Mordaunt was the fecond fon of John Earl of Peterborough. He 
diftinguifhed himfelf, during the prote€torate of Cromwell, by his 
adlive endeavours to promote the reftoration of Charles Il. by which 
he expofed himfelf to the moft imminent danger. On the firft of 
May 1658, he was committed to the Tower’; and on the firft of 
June was brought before the high court of juftice'’, but had the 
fingular good fortune to be acquitted, being, as it is faid, almoft the 
only perfon who efcaped from that fiery tribunal’. He was up in 
arms again for the King the next year, and was declared a traitor by 
the Rump Parliament. On the 29th of July, Lady Mary Howard, 
daughter of the Earl of Berkfhire, was committed to the Tovas®*for

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being concerned with Mr. Mordaunt in treafonable pradtices *. He 
himfelf remained at liberty, and affairs taking a different turn, had 
the fatisfaction foon afterwards of going to the King with the wel- 
come tender of General Monk’s fervices, at which time he was cre- 
ated Vilcount Mordaunt of Avalon, He died of a fever in the 48th 
year of his age, as appears by the following infcription upon his mo- 
nument in Fulham church:

George, the pofthumous fon of John Vifcount Mordaunt, was 
baptized at Fulham Dec. 6, 1675. He entered into holy orders ; and 
died anno 1728, Elizabeth Vifcountefs Mordaunt was buried May 
1, 1679. Henry, fon of Charles Vifcount Mordaunt, (afterwards 
Earl of Peterborough,) and Sarah his lady, was baptized April 28, 
1683. He died unmarried, anno 1710. Thomas, an infant fon of 
the faid Earl, was buried in 1684; and George, Sept. 19, 1685. 
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Alexander, infant fon of Alexander Duke of Gordon by Lady Hen- 
rietta Moidaunt, was buried at Fulham Jan. 7, 1710-1. The Lady 
Caiey Mordaunt, an unmarried daughter of John Vifcount Mordaunt, 
was buried Jan. 8, 1714-5; Flizabcth, wife of the Hon. George 
Mordaunt, and daughter of Sir John D’Oyley, Bart. Mar. 24, 1718-9. 
Thomas Mordaunt, Efq. fon of Harry Mordaunt, Efq. treaturer of 
the ordnance, and grandfon of John Vifcount Mordaunt, was buried 
O&. 12, 1721; Henry Mordaunt, Efq. brother of Thomas, May 6, 
1724. Sir Wilfred Lawfon, Bart. groom of the bedchamber to 
George I. was married in Fulham church to Elizabeth Lucy, daugh- 
ter of Harry Mordauat, Efg. March 14, 1723-4. Elizabeth Lucy, 
being then reli@ of Sir Wilfred, was buried there Nov. 29, 1765. 
Their two fons, Wilfred and Mordaunt, who fucceffively inherited 
the title, dicd in their minority, and were buricd May 4, 1739, 
and Auguft 13, 1743. Carey Eleanor Hamilton, daughter of 
James Hamilton, Efq. of Bangor in Ireland, by Sophia, daughter of 
John Lord Mordaunt, was buried. March 31, 1725; the Hon. Mrs. 
Sophia Hamilton, May 1o, 1748. Mary Countefs of Peterborough, 
daughter of Thomas Cox, citizen of London, was buried Nov. 24, 
17553, Charles Mordaunt, Eig. May 3, 1762; the Hon. Coloncl 
John Mordaunt, brother of Charles, the late Earl of Peterborqugh, 
July 5, 1767; the Right Hon. Charles Farl of Peterborough and 
Monmouth, Auguft 7, 1779; Margarct Mordaunt was buried Dec. 
29, 1788. 

“ Humphrey Henchman, Lord Bifhop of London, departed this 
“ life at his houfe in Alderfgate-ftreet, London, on the feventh day 
“ of Odtober, and lies buried in the fouth ifle of Fulham church, 
“ under a black marble ftone, 13 ejufdem 1675.” Bithop Hench- 
man, when prebendary of Salifbury, was very inftrumental in cffedt- 
ing the efcape of Charles II. after the battle of Worcefter, when that 
monarch was travelling difguifed in Wiltshire’. At the reftoration

“ Henry Compton Lord Bithop of London, departed this life at 
‘ Fulham-houfe the 7th day of July, and was interred in a vault in 
“ the church-yard, at the chanccl-end—1713.” Bifhop Compton 
was the youngeft fon of Spencer Farl of Northampton, who was 
flain at Hopton-heath, fighting for King Charles. He was made 
Bifhop of Oxford in 1674, and tranflated to the fee of London the 
next year. His zea] for the Proteftant religion expofed him to the 
refentment of King James, by whom he was fufpended from his 
epi{copal funttions. During his fufpenfion he led a retired life at 
Fulham, and amufed himfelf with the culture of his garden’. The 
Bifhop had, foon afterwards, the fatisfaction of placing the crown on 
the Prince of Orange’s head “*, having fome years before performed 
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the marriage ceremony between him and his illuftrious confort, whofe 
fifter (afterwards Queen Anne,) he united alfo to Prince George of 
Denmark”. The Bifhop’s death was haftened by a fall at his houfe 
at Fulham’. Over his grave is placed a tomb, on which are the 
arms of the fee of London impaling Compton, and the following 
fhort infcription :

“ MDCCXIII.” 


“ Sir Francis Compton, Knt. buried O&. 9, 1716.” A brother 
of the Bifhop, and fifth fon of Spencer Earl of Northampton. Sir

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Francis died at the age of eighty-feven, being the oldeft officer in the 
fervice. He fought in the civil war, and was engaged in the action 
againft the Duke of Monmouth. His daughter Mary Compton, 
was buricd at Fulham in 1764. 

Sir Francis Child, buried O&. g, 1713.” Alderman, and fome 
time lord mayor of London. He reprefented that city in the 
firft parliament of Queen Anne, and was anceftor of the late 
Robert Child, Efq. of Ofterley. Elizabeth Lady Child was buried 
Feb. 27, 1719-203; Sir Robert Child, Od. 11, 17213 Sir Francis 
Child, (alderman of London, and lord mayor, anno 1732,) April 
28, 1740.

Bifhop Robinfon diftinguifhed himfelf both as a ftatef- 
man and a divine. He was ambaffador to the court of Sweden from 
the year 1683 to 1708. In the year 1710, he was made bifhop of 
Briftol; the next year lord privy feal. In 1712, he was the firft 
plenipotentiary at the treaty of Utrecht ; and, foon after his return, 
was tranflated to the fee of London. The Bifhop wrote “ An Ac- 
* count of Sweden, as it was in the year 1688; together with an 
“ Extrad of the Hiftory of that kingdom:” this work is always 
printed with Lord Molefworth’s Account of Denmark. In fome 
manufcript characters of living ftatefmen, written in the year 1715, 
Bifhop Robinfon’s perfon and charaéter are thus defcribed : “ He is

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a little brown man, of a grave and venerable countenance, very

cond wife Emma, whofe family name | do not know, furvived him, 
and was buried at Fulham Jan. 26, 1747-8. The Bifhop left no 
iffue, but many collateral defcendants. His nephew, Beverley 
Robinfon, a man of diftinguifhed probity and honour, fettled in the 
province of New York, where he raifed, at his own expence, the 
regiment of Loyal Americans, of which he was colonel. His large 
eftates in that province were confifcated in confequence of the un- 
happy war between this country and its colonies. Colonel Robinfon 
died at Bath in the month of March 1792, and left a numerous fa- 
mily, Another nephew of the Bifhop was living in Virginia anno 
1791, at a very advanced age. Bifhop Robinfon lics buried in the 
church-yard at Fulham, where, on a tomb of freeftone, inclofed 
within iron rails, is the followlng infcription: “ Hic fitus eft Johan- 
“nes Robinfon, 5. T. P. Natus apud Cleafby in Agro Eboracenfi, 
“ A.D. 1650, 7° Nov" ubi fcholam extruxit et dotavit; Collegii

“ ‘The Lady Mohun, buried May 21, 1725.” Widow, it is pro- 
bable, of Lord Mohun, who was killed in a duel with the Duke of 
Hamilton. 

“ Col. John Mohun, buried April 5, 1731.” 

“ The Rev. Richard Fiddes, D.D. buried July 11, 1725.” Au- 
thor of the Life of Cardinal Wolfey; the Body of Divinity ; feveral 
pratical difcourfes, &c. He was born in the county of York about 
the year 1670, and lies buried in Fulham church-yard near the 
tomb of his patron Bifhop Compton. There is no memorial to 
him. 

“* Mr. Robert Limpany, buried April 15, 1735.” A gentleman 
of very confiderable property in Fulham. He died at the age of 
94. All the patifhioners were by his will invited to his funeral '*. 

“ The Right Rev. Father in God Edmund Lord Bithop of Lon- 
“ don, buried September 17, 1748.” This eminent and worthy 
prelate was born at Bampton in Weftmorland, anno 1669, and had 
his education at Queen’s College, Oxford. He began to diftinguifh 
himfelf in the literary world at an early age, and had publifhed 
feveral learned treatifes and commentaries before he entered into 
deacon’s orders, about which time he brought out his edition of 
Camden’s Britannia. In 1713 appeared his great work, entitled the 
Codex ; or a Body of Statutes and Conftitutions of the Church of 
England, with a commentary, hiftorical and juridical, a work of no 
lefs utility to the divine than his former publications had been to

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the antiquary and hiftorian. In the latter part of his life he princi- 
pally dedicated his time to the compofition of charges and directions 
to.his clergy, paftoral letters and fmall traéts againft the prevailing 
vices of the age, by which he rendered great fervice to the caufe 
of morality and religion in general, and contributed much to the 
welfare of that church of which he was fo bright an ornament. 
The bifhop’s talents and virtues found early encouragement; he 
was firft patronifed by Archbifhop Tenifon, whofe notice laid the 
foundation of his future honours. He was promoted to the fee of 
Lincoln in 1715, and tranflated to London in 1723. Bifhop Gib- 
fon died at Bath’, whence his remains were removed to Fulham, 
and interred in the church-yard at that place. Over his vault is a 
handfome tomb, on which is infcribed, “ Edmundus Gibfon, Lon- 
“ dinenfis Epifcopus, vubiit 6° Sept. anno dom. 1748 zxtat. 79.” 
The following infcription, defcriptive of his character and virtues, is 
to be feen upon a handfome marble monument on the north wall of 
the church: “ To the memory of that excellent prelate Dr. Edmund 
“ Gibfon, dean of his Majefty’s chapels royal, and one of the lords 
“ -of his Majefty’s moft honourable privy council; in him this 
“© church‘and nation loft an able and real friend; and chriftianity a 
“ wife, ftrenuous, and fincere advocate. His lordthip’s peculiar 
“ care and concern for the conftitution, and difcipline of the church 
“ of England were eminently diftinguifhed, not only by his inva- 
« luable collection of her laws, but by his prudent and fteady oppo- 
“ fition to every attack made upon them. His affection for the 
“ ftate, and loyalty to his prince, were founded on the beft princi- 
¢ ples, and therefore were, upon all occafions, fixed and uniform ; 
“ and his zeal to eftablifh the truth, and fpread the influence of 
“ the chriftian religion, difplayed, in that moft inftrudtive defence of 
“ it, his paftoral letters, will ever remain as the ftrongeft teftimony

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“ of the conviction of his own mind, and of his affectionate atten- 
“ tion to the moft important interefts of mankind. Thus lived and 
* died this good bifhop, a great and candid churchman, a dutiful 
“ and loyal fubje€&t, an orthodox and exemplary chriftian. Obiit 
“ Sept. 6, 1748, ztat. 79.” 

The Rev. Dr. Edmund Gibfon (fon of the bithop) was buried at 
Fulham, April 21, 1771; George Gibfon, Efg. his grandfon, in 
1782; feveral others of his family are alfo there interred. . 

“ Charles Francis, fon of the R' Hon>* Francis Earl of Brooke, 
“ and Elizabeth his lady, born 12 May; baptized June 8, 1749.” 
The Hon. Charles F. Greville, F.R.A.S. brother of the prefent Eart 
of Warwick. 

“ The Right Rev. Father in God Dr. Thomas Sherlock, Lord 
“© Bifhop of London, buried July 25, 1761." Bifhop Sherlock was 
fon of Dr. William Sherlock; the celebrated author of feveral devo- 
tional and theological works. The bifhop was born in London anno 
1678, and became a member of Catherime-hall, in Cambridge. He 
fucceeded his father as mafter of the temple, where he diftingnithed 
himfelf as a preacher, both by the intrinfic merit of his, difcourfes, 
and the eloquence with which they were delivered. He was pro- 
moted to the fee of Bangor in 1727, tranflated to Salifbury in 1738, 
and to London in 1748. The Bifhop publifhed a fet of difcourfes 
on the ufe and intent of prophecy, and four volumes on mifcella- 
neous fubjeéts. He was author alfo of fome controverfial tracts, 
particularly fome pamphlets on the fubje& of the Teft AG. Bifhop 
Sherlock was buried in a vault in the church-yard at Fulham, where 
is a monument to his memory, with the following infcription, drawn 
up by Dr. Nicholls, his fucceffor at the Temple: “ In this vault is 
ie depofited the bady of the Right Reverend Father in God Dr. 
“© Thomas Sherlock, late bifhop of this diocefe, formerly mafter of 
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“ the Temple, dean of Chichefter, and bifhop of Bangor and of © 
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“ Salifbury, whofe beneficent and worthy conduct in the feveral 
‘ high ftations which he filled, entitled him to the gratitude of mul- 
* titudes, and to the veneration of all. His fuperior genius, his ex- 
tenfive and well applied learning, his admirable faculty and un- 
equalled power of reafoning, as exerted in the explanation of {crip- 
ture, in exhortations to that piety and virtue of which he was him- 
felf a great example, and in defence, efpecially, of revealed reli- 
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gion, need no encomium here; they do honour to the age wherein 
he lived, and will be known to pofterity without the help of this 
perifhable monument of ftone. He died the 18th day of July, 
‘* in the year of our Lord 1761, and the 84th of his age, the 
powers of his mind continuing unimpaired through a tedious 
courfe of bodily infirmities, which he fuftained to the laft with a 
moft chearful and edifying refignation to the will of God.” A 
very fhort time before’his death, Bifhop Sherlock addreffed a congra- 
tulatory letter to his prefent Majefty, upon his acceffion to the 
throne. 
Bithop Hay- “ The Rt Revé Father in God Dr. Thomas Hayter, Lord Bithop 
a ‘* of London, buried Jan. 16, 1762.” Bithop Hayter publithed fe- 
veral fingle fermons, He lies buried in the church-yard, where is 
the following infcription, written by his relation Dr. Sandford, rector 
of Hatherop in ‘Glocefterfhire: “ In this vault lie the remains of 
“ Thomas Hayter, D.D. Lord Bithop of London, whofe amiable 
“ charadter and confpicuous abilities raifed him to the fee of Nor- 
“ wich, in the year 1749. ‘After having filled that fee with dig- 
“ nity and reputation twelve years, he was, in O@ober 1761, 
tranflated to London, where the expectations of him were ges 
“ neral and great; but futh was the will of God, they were foon 
an ees for he died univerfally lamented, January 9, 1762, 
aged 59.”

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“ The Right Rev. Father in God Richard Terrick, Lord Bithop Bihop Ter- 


“ of London, buried April 8, 1777.” Bithop Teniick publithed {e- 
veral fermons, preached upon public occafions. He was buried in 
the church-yard, where the following in{cription was placed upon his 
tomb: “ Here lie the remains of Richard Terrick, late Bifhop of 
** London, dean of the Chapels Royal, and one of the King’s moft 
“ honourable privy council. He was confecrated Bifhop of Peter- 
borough in July 1757, and tranflated to the fee of London in June 
“ 1764. Having difcharged the facred duties of his function, as 
** became a virtuous and able prelate, during a period of twenty 
years, his great experience and found judgment, his candour, mo- 
deration, and benevolence would have raifed him to a rank fitill 
more exalted ; but, though happy in fuch a teftimony of his fo- 
vereign’s approbation, he fuffered no inducement to tempt him, at 
fo late an hour, to change his {phere of public aétion, well fatis- 
fied with the confcioufnefs of having fo fpent his day, as to have 
fecured to himfelf, and to his memory, that higheft and moft laft- 
ing of all earthly rewards, the efteem of good men. He died 
March 31ft, 1777, aged 66.” 

“ The Right Rev. Father in God Robert Lowth Lord Bithop of 
“ London, buried Nov. 82, 1787.” This excellent prelate was fon 
of William Lowth, an eminent divine. He was born in the year 
1710, and received his education at Winchefter, whence he removed 
to New-college, of which he was elected a fellow in 1734'"%. Even 
at {chool he gave frequent inftances of that claffical tafte and bril- 
liancy of talents which contributed to make him one of the moft 
diftinguifhed ornaments of our church and nation. In the ycar 
1742, he was elected profeffor of poetry at Oxford ; and at the ex- 
piration of that office’, gave the moft ample proof of his eminent 
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qualifications for the appointment, by publifhing his LeQures upon 
Sacred Poefy, a work of uncommon learning and elegance, and held 
in the higheft eftimation both at home and abroad. Through the 
patronage of the Duke of Devonfhire, he obtained a prebendal ftall 
in the cathedral of Durham, anno 1755. He was promoted to the 
bifhopric of St. David’s anno 1766; tranfiated to Oxford the fame 
year ; and to London in 1777. The next year he brought out his 
celebrated Tranflation of Ifaiah. In the earlier part of his life, the 
Bifhop wrote feveral elegant poems, both in Latin and Englith, 
which are printed in various collections, -He publifhed a Life of 
William of Wickham, feveral occafional fermons, an Introdution to 
Englifh Graminar, a work of general ufe and eftimation ; and fome 
well-known controverfial tracts. After a long and fevere illnefs, oc- 
cafioned by a complication of diforders, the Bifhop died in confe- 
quence of a paralytic ftroke, at his palace at Fulham. He was pri- 
vately interred in the church-yard, where a marble tomb has been 
erected to his memory. On the north fide is the following thort in- 


{eription: “ Robert Lowth, D.D. Lord Bithop of London, died 
“* Nov. the 3d, 1787, in the 77th year of his age.” An infcription 


on the other fide commemorates the Bifhop’s fon, the Rev. Thomas 
Henry Lowth, fellow of New-college, who died in 1778 ; Frances, 
his daughter, who died in 1783 ; and fome younger children. The 
well-known and. beautiful epitaph, written ‘by Bithop Lowth upon 


his daughter Maria,.may not. improperly be’ introduced here, al- 


though fhe was buried at Cuddeldon :

“ a5, r79t.” Dr. Ekins was educated at King’s-college Cam- 
bridge, and was tutor to the prefent Earl of Carlifle. He publithed 
a tranflation of the Loves of Medea and Jafon from Apollonius 
Rhodius, which is thought to have great merit. Dr. Ekins died at 
Parfon’s-green, in the houfe which formerly belonged to Sir Francis 
Child. 

“ The R* Reverend Chriftopher Wilfon Lord Bifhop of Briftol, 
“ buried April 26, 1792.” For an account of this worthy and ve- 
nerable prelate, fee Vol. I. p. 543. He was interred in the vault of 
Bifhop Gibfon, whofe daughter he married. 

Sir Arthur Afton, a diftinguifhed military charater in the reign of 
Charles I. was fon of Sir Arthur Afton of Fulham. He fought in 
the King’s army at the battle of Edghill, in which, as well.as upon 
other occafions, he difplayed fingular valour. After the King’s death, 
he was employed in the fervice of Charles If. in Ireland, and being 
governor of Drogheda when that place ‘was taken by Cromwell, he 
was put to death with circumfancts of great barbarity '”. 

Sir Thomas Morgan, gtivernr'6f Pembroke-caftle'”, died at Ful- 
ham anno r1s95, and was" “HOU IpEAly buried in the parifh church 
“ there '".” 
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Dr. Richarg Zouth, tothe: ptefefier of civil law, principal of 
Alban-hall in Oxford,’ and jude ite admiralty during the reign 
of Charles J. and the interreginliti! was’ buried in Fulham church 
anno 1660, near the grave of his dither, who was wife of William 
Powell alias Hinfon, Efg.

It appears, by feveral fubfequent entries, that the Queen’s vilits to 
Putney were to Mr. Lacy, of whom I have not been able to find any 
farther account, than that’he was a citizen of London, and of the 
cloth-workers’ company. Her Majefty, no doubt, derived cither 
convenience or amufement from his acquaintance, for fhe feems to 
have honoured him with her company more frequently than any 
other of her fubjeéts, and fometimes ftaid at Putney for two or three 
nights **. Mr. Lacy lived near the water-fide ; his houfe, which was 
rebuilt in 1 598, is ftill ftanding, being the property and refidence of 
Mrs. Mary and Henrietta D’aranda. The cloth-workers’ arms are on 
the cieling of one of the rooms,s. A farvey of Putney, anno 1617, 
mentions the circumftance of King james having been in this houfe. 
It appeaxs, by an entry in the church-wardens’ books at Fulham, that 
both he and his Quegn went from.

Dorothy Lady Clarke, who died in 1695, left the fum of 51. per 
annum to repair her monument; and when not wanted, to be em- 
ployed in apprenticing a child. Dr. Turner, by his will, proved anno 
1714, left the fum of 51. per-afnwm to apprentice a child. 

Sir William Powell, by his will dated 1680, founded an alms-houfe 
for twelve poor widows ; and gave certain tenements, now producing 
arent of 511. per ann. for their fupport.. Sir John Williams, Bart. 
who died in 1723; gave a piece of land called Fan-mead, now let at 
141. per annum, towards the maintenance of the poor in thefe houfes. 
They were rebuilt in the year 1793. 

Bifhop Aylmer, who died in 1594, gave the fum of 201. to 
the poor of Fulham. His fon, having detained this money in his 
hands for twenty years, was obliged, by a decree of Lord Chancellor 

Frerton, 
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Egerton, to pay 40l. which was appropriated to the purpofe of buy- 
ing coals for the poor. 


Mr. Simon Willimot of Parfon’s-green, in the year 1639, gave the 
the fum of 20]. to the poor of Fulham, which he directed to be lent 
out to young men, on good fecurity, at 6 per cent. ({omewhat lower 
than the current intereft of money at that time) ; the intereft was to 
be thus diflributed: twenty fhillings in bread for the poor; and four 
fhillings to the vicar and church-wardens for their trouble. Mr. 
Robert Blanchard, who died in 1681, gave 11. per annum, to be dif- 
tributed in bread on the Sunday after the roth of June. 

William Earfby, Efg. in 1664, charged five acres of land in the 
patifh of Fulham, with the purchafe of thirty yards of Hamp- 
fhire kerfey, of four fhillings per yard, to be made into “ petti- 
“ coats and waiftcoats, with good bindings and clafps, for 6 poor 
“ widows.” 

Thomas Bond, Efq. in 1600, gave to the poor, twenty fhillings 
per ann. iffuing out of two acres and a rood of land in Auttin’s-field. 
On default of payment, the whole land was to be forfeited. Mr. 

.Jafper Yeardlye, anno 1639, gave the fum of gol. to be lent gratis 
to eight poor houfe-keepers of Fulham and Hammerfmith. William 
Payne, Efq. anno 1626, gave the Twig Ayte at Brentford, to this 
parifh, out of the profits of which 3]. per annum was allotted to 
Hammerfmith, and the remainder, now isl. per annum, to Fulham. 
Dr. Edwards, Chancellor to the Bifhop of London, anno 1618, gave 
the fum of rool. to the poor of Fulham ; and Bifhop King, anno 
1620, the fum of 20]. ; with this money lands were purchafed, which, 
in 1622, were let at 61. ‘per annum, and now produce 79l. 6s. 
John Powell, Efq. about the year 1620, gave to the poor of Fulham, 
twenty fhillings per annum, iffuing out of a houfe in King-ftreet 
Weftminfter. Mr. William Edwards, in 1624, gave ten fhillings per 
annum, iffuing out of lands in Hammerfinith.

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Efq. anno 1656, gave 11, 108. per annum, to be diftributed to the 
poor on New-year’s-day. Thomas Winter, Efq. anno 1679, left 
rol. per annum, to be diftributed on St. Thomas’s-day. Henry 
Elwes, Efg. in 1678, left the fum of 200]. to be laid out in the pur- 
chafe of land, or otherwife, for the benefit of poor houfckeepers. 
William Withers, Efq. anno 1724, left 51. per annum to repair his 
monument ; when not wanted for that purpofe, to be given to the 
poor, Mr. Robert Limpany, anno 1735, left 51. 10s. per annum 
to the poor ; 11. to the organifi; ten fhillings to repair his monument ; 
and ten fhillings to the church-wardens and overfecrs. Mr. Henry 
Hooke, anno 1787, left 181. per annum to the poor. George Gib- 
fon, Efq. (grandion of the Bifhop of London,) anno 1782, be- 
queathed the fum of 1600]. Bank annuities to the poor of Fulham. 
There was a fuit in Chancery relating to this legacy, at the termina- 
tion of which the principal had accumulated to 17231. 6s. 3d. the 
intereft of which, amounting to 51]. 138. 10d. was firft diftributed 
on New-year’s-day 1794, in fums of one guinea each among forty- 
nine poor houfe-keepers. 

The late John Powell, Efg. gave the fum of 10ol. to this parith, 
as a compenfation for a trefpafs on the wafte ; this is equally divided 
between Fulham and Hammerfmith. 

During the interregnum, the parifh of Fulham enjoyed a tem- 
porary benefit from the good underftanding which fubfifted be- 
tween Colonel Harvey, who had purchafed the Bifhop’s palace, 
&c. andthe perfons then in power. The Navy Committee, anno 
1652, voted the fum of rool. out of the new impoft on coals 
in the port of London, to be diftributed among the poor of Ful- 
ham, at the difcretion of Colonel Harvey and Ifaac Knight the 
vicar. The fum of 40]. was voted in the fame manner the enfu- 
ing year“.

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Inthe year 1684, Mr. John Dwight, an Oxfordthire gentleman “*, vanufac- 
who INd been fecretary to Brian Walton, Henry Ferne and George 
Hall, fuxeflively Bifhops of Chefter, invented, and eftablifhed at 
Fulham a inanufacture of “ earthen-wares, known by the name of 
“* white gorges, marbled porcelain veffels, ftatues and figurcs, and

Dwight, wherein he has inferted precedents of 
all the forms of bufinefs which came before 
the bifhop’s court, both in his own time, and 
that of his predeceffor’s. By this book it ap- 
pears, that John Dwight was, (in conjunétion 
with two others,) appointed « regifter and 
*« {cribe,”” by Bifhop Walton, June 29, 1661. 
One of the precedents which Dwight has in- 
ferted is fo curious, that I cannot refit the 
temptation of inferting it for the entertain- 
ment of my readers,

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“ fine ftone gorges and veffels, never before made in Englang or 
“ cl{ewhere ; alfo tranfparent porcelain, and opacous, red anA dark-

‘ coloured porcelain, or China and Perfian wares, and the Cologne, 
“oy jlone wares.” For thefe manufactures, a patent was obtained 
in the year above-mentioned, and they are ftill carried on at Ful- 
ham by Mr. White, a defcendant, in the female line, of the firft 
proprietor. Mr. White’s father, who married one of the Dwight 
family, (a niece of Dr. Dwight, vicar of Fulham,) obtained a pre- 
mium anno 1761, from the Society for the encouragement of 
Arts, &c. for making crucibles of Britifh materials *”*. 

About the year'1753, Peter Parifot eftablifhed a manufadlure of 
carpets and tapeltry at Fulham, where both the work of the Gobe- 
lines, and the art of dying fcarlet and black, as then practifed at Chail- 
lot and Sedan, were carried on. Parifot had engaged fome workmen 
from Chaillot, whom at firft he employed at Paddington, but after- 
wards removed to Fulham, where the Gobeline manufa€ture had been 
already eftablifhed, and where he had conveniences for a great num- 
ber of artifts of both fexes, and for fuch young perfons as might 
be fent to learn the arts of drawing, weaving, dying, and other 
branches of the work“. Parifot’s manufaéture was particularly 
patronized by the Duke of Cumberland”*’, and countenanced by 
other branches of the royal family ; but his goods were too expen- 
five for general ufe, and the manufacture foon declined. An ac- 
count of it was publifhed in 1753. 

To the account already given (Vol. I. p. 425,) of the bridge which 
connects the village of Fulham, with that of Putney on the oppofite 
fide of the Thames, may be added, that it was conftruéted by Mr, 
Philips, carpenter to George II. **

In the Hammerfmith divifion are about 1540 acres of land, 
exclulive of wafte; of thefe about 740 are arable, about 550 under 
grafs, and about 250 occupied by market gardeners. Kennedy and 
Lee, who are noted for their fuccefsful culture of rare exotics, and 
for introducing many new and beautiful plants, have a nurfery- 
ground in this hamlet, on the London road. 

The quota paid to the land-tax is 8931. 19s. gd. which, in the 
year 1793, was at the rate of rs. 3d. in the pound. 

On the 25th of November 1642, the Earl of Effex’s army lay at 
Wammeifinith”’.  Fairfax’s army was quartered there Auguft 5, 
1647 7°"; when they were ftationed afterwards, for fome months, at 
Putney and Fulham, debating the propofitions between the King 
and Parliament; the agitators refided at this place *”. 

Hammerfmith was the fpot which Sindercourt had fixed on 
for the affaffination of Cromwell. He hired a houfe by the fide 
of the road where it was very narrow and rough, fo that carriages 
were obliged to go flowly, a circumitance favourable to his inten- 
tion of thooting the Proteétor in his coach as he pafled from Hamp- 
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ton-court to Whitehall

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Sir Nicholas Crifpe, who is faid to have been the firft inyéntor 
of the art of making bricks as now pra¢tifed*”’, about the béginning 
of Charles the Firft’s reign, built a moft magnificent yianfion of 
thofe materials by the water-fide at Hammerfimith “* » th’ expence of 
which is faid to have amounted to near 23,0001. *% ; “is houfe was 
plundered during the early part of the civil ae ‘Ay when the 
army was ftationed at Hammerfmith in the beginning of Auguft 
1647, Fairfax took up his quarters there”’. Sir Nicholas Crifpe 
was then in France. A newfpaper of Sept. 10, (the army being 
then at Putney,) mentions ‘an odd circumftance of a cook being in 
cuftody for ufing Lady Crifpe’s name to invite the general to dine 
with her™®, Sir Nicholas lived to enjoy his villa once more in 
peace; his nephew fold it anno 1683, to Prince Rupert, who gave it 
to his beautiful miftrefs, Margaret Hughes, a much admired actrefs in 
the reign of Charles II. *” It continued to be her property near ten 
years, after which the fold it, withother premifes, to Timothy Lannoy 
and George Treadway’. Inthe year 1709, Anne, reli€t of George 
Treadway, in confideration of the fum of 6gool. quitted claim to 
all the premifes purchafed jointly as above-mentioned’. Sir Timo- 
thy Lannoy died anno 1718, and his fon James in 1723. Jane 
Lannoy, widow of James, and daughter of Thomas Frederick, 
E{q. married to her fecond hufband James Murray Duke of Athol.

Adjoining to the hall is a library, which opens into the conferva- 
tory ; and on the oppofite fide, a writing-clofet, where are fome good 
cabinet pictures, particularly a fine head, by Fragonard. 

Near the water-fide is a {mall theatre, where her Highnefs the 
Margravine occafionally entertains her friends with dramatic cxhibi- 
tions, and fometimes gratifies them by ‘exerting her talents, both as 

a writer 
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a writer and performer, for their amufement. It is intended to con- 
nect the theatre with the dwelling-houfe, by a confervatory ot 
one hundsed and fifty feet in length, which is already begun. It is 
of a curvillgear form, and will occupy the fite of a colonnade. 

Near the el ftands an ancient manfion, which was formerly, 
as I prefume, *¥e refidence of Edmund Sheffield, Earl of Mulgrave 
and Baron of Butterwick, (who died at Hammerfmith anno 1646,) 
for, I find, that in the year 1666, .William Chalkhill conveyed this 
houfe and premifes, by the name of the manor-houfe and farm of Butterwick- 
Butterwick, to Robert Moyle, Efq.** Walter, fon and heir of Ro- '" 
bert Moyle, in the year 1677, conveyed it to truftees for the ufe of 
Anne Cleeve, who, in 1700, aliened it to Henry Ferne, Efg. *” re- 
ceiver-general of the cuftoms. Mr. Ferne modernized the houfe, 
and added fome apartments towards the north, which have been 
much admired for their archite@ture **. They were intended, as it 
is faid, for the refidence of Mrs. Oldfield, the celebrated actrefs, to 
whom Mr. Ferne was at that time much attached ; but the connec- 
tion was broke off before the building was completed. This houle 
was afterwards the property of Edmund Turnor, Efq. of Stoke 
Rochford in the county oi Lincoln, (who married one of M1. 

Ferne’s daughters and coheirs,) and was fold by him anno 1736 to 

Elijah Impey, Efq. whofe fon Michael (brother of Sir Elijah Impey, 

late lord chief juftice of the fupreme court of judicature in Bengal) 

is the prcfent proprietor. In the garden belonging to this houfe is 

a fine cedar of Libanus, the girth of which, at three feet from the Mx cdu, 
ground, is ten feet feven inches, 

The late Sir Charles Frederick, K. B. a man of diftinguithed tafte S.r Charles 
in the polite arts, who died at Hammerfmith Dec. 18, 1785“, was ee 
nephew of Jane Duchefs of Athol before-mentioned. The houle 
which he occupied was a part of the Crifpe eftate. After his death 
it was purchafed by Sir Archibald Macdonald, the prefent lord chiet

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baron of the Exchequer, who refided there a few years, and Aas 
lately fold it to the Margmve of Brandenburgh. It is now occupied 
by Mr. Le Texier, (well known for his excellent readings 6f French 
plays,) who has a principal department in his Serene/Highnefs’s 
houfehold. 

The principal inhabitants of Hammerfmith, arfao.2614, were 
Lord Dudley, Lord Eure, Sir Edward Stanley, and Sir William 
Smyth ™. 

The hiftory of the Rev. Mikepher Alphery, who died at his fon’s 
houfe in Hammerfmith foon after the Reftoration, is very fingular. 
He was born in Ruffia, and defcended from the Imperial line. A 
powerful faQion in that country rendering his ftay there unfafe, he 
(with two brothers, who died of the {mall-pox at Oxford) was fent 
over to England. It is faid, that he was more than once invited 
back to Ruffia to take upon him the government of that country, but 
preferring a retired life to the cares of ftate, he entered into holy or- 
ders, and had the living of Woolley in Huntingdonfhire, of which he 
was difpoffeffed by the puritans, who turned him out of doors, ang 
expofed both him and his family to much immediate diftrefs. He 
afterwards removed to the houfe of his eldeft fon at Hammer- 
fmith ™. 

Sir Leoline Jenkins, fecretary of ftate to Charles I. when li retired 
fiom public bufinefs, went to refide at Hammerfmith, where he died 
the next year. His body was removed to Oxford, and having lain 
in ftate in the Divinity-{chool, a funeral oration was pronounced 
over it by the public orator, previoufly to its interment in Jefus-col- 
lege chapel *”. 

Queen Katherine, the dowager of Charles II. refided for fome 
years, during the fummer feafon, at a houfe by the water-fide, which 
is now an academy, in the occupation of Mr. Jones**. Admiral 
Sir John Munden was admitted to a houfe in Hammerfmith anno

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1705 °%. Dr. Radcliffe, the celebrated phyfician, anno 1710", 
purchafed a houfe by the water-fide, where he refided jeveral years. 
It was his intention to found an hofpital upon thefe premifes, and 
the building was actually in great forwardnefs, but was left un- 
finifhed at his death. Dr. Radcliffe’s houfe was lately in the tenure 
of Sir Clifton Wintringham, Bart. phyfician to his Majefty, and phy- 
fician-general to the army, who died there Jan. 10, 1794. 

In the garden belonging to a houfe near the water-fide, (formerly 
Dr. Michael Hutchinfon’s, now Mrs. Cotton’s,) are two remarkably 
fine catalpa trees, being each of them ¢ feet in girth. 

The chapel at Hammerfmith was built in the reign of Charles I. 
principally by a fubfcription of the inhabitants of that hamlet and its 
neighbourhood, who had long wifhed for a more convenient place of 
public worfhip than Fulham church, which was fo far diftant. The 
building was begun in 1629*", and the chapel confecrated by Arch- 
bifhop Laud in 1631, being dedicated to St. Paul. It is faid to have 
coft about 20001.*%. Sir Nicholas Crifpe gave the bricks**, Pre- 
vioufly to the confecration, a written agreement was drawn up, and 
figned by the vicar of Fulham and the principal inhabitants of Ham- 
‘merfmith, by which the rights of the mother-church were moft 
ftrictly preferved. The tithes, oblations, fees, and all other emolu- 
ments which had hitherto belonged to the vicar of Fulham, were 
fecured to him and his fucceffors, and an account of all baptifms and 
burials at Hammerfmith was to be regularly tranfmitted, weekly,

fum of 2421. 73 4d. had been collected for that 
purpofe, exclofive of the brick and fand, given 
by Sir N. Crifpe, and fome other materials 
by other perfons. An annual fub(cription of 
281. 138. 4d. for the minifter was promifed 
by the inhabitants, befides his lodging and 
diet to be given by Lord Mulgrave, as long as 
he refided in the parith, 
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for infertion in the parifh regifter. The inhabitants of Hammer- 
{mith were to find a curate, and to keep the chapel in repair at their 
own coft, from which burdens the vicar and inhabitants of Fulham 
were to be exempt. All the inhabitants of Hammerfinith were to 
“repair to their parifh church every year, on Eafter-day, to receive 
the holy communion. On this day the chapel is fhut up. The 
particulars of the above agreement, of which the principal heads 
are here given, may be feen more at large in Newcourt’s Reperto- 
rium **, 

The chapel is a brick building, confifting of a nave, chancel, and 
two aifles, At the weft end is a fquare tower, with a turret. 

In the north window of the chancel are the royal arms, and thofe 
of the Earls of Mulgrave** and Bedford ***; and in the fouth win- 
dow, thofe of the fee of London impaling Laud; the city of Lon- 
don; and Crifpe*” impaling Hayes*™. 

On the fouth wall is the monument of Edmund Earl of Mul-

** The Lady Sheffield repaired this monument anno Domini 1682.” 
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The principal circumftances of this noble Earl’s life are recorded 
in his epitaph. His domeftic loffes were fevere; four of his fons 
were drowned; and the fifth, Sir John Sheffield, (father of the 
Duke of Buckingham,) was killed by a fall from his horfe in his own 
riding-houfe. 


Againft the north wall of the chancel’ ftands a fine bronze buft 


of Charles I. placed in the chapel to his memory by Sir Nicholas 
Crifpe, with the following infcription: “ This effigies was erected 
*“ by the fpecial appointment of Sir Nicholas Crifpe, Knight and 
“© Baionet,:as a giateful commemoration of that glorious Martyr 
“ King Charles 1. of bleffcd memory.” 

Underneath is a pedeflal of black marble, on which flands an urn 
inclofing the heart of Sir Nicholas Crifpe. On the pedeftal is this 
infciiption. ‘ Within this uine is entomb’d the heart of Sir 
“ Nicholas Crifpe, Knight and Baronet, a loyal fharer in the fuffer- 
“ ings of his late and prefent majefty. He firft fettled the trade of 
“ gold from Guigny, and there built the caftell of Cormantinc. 
“ Died the 26th of February 1665, aged 67.” 

This loyal fubjeét was one of the farmers of the cuftoms, and a 
rich merchant; trading principally to the Coaft of Guinea. He 
entered into bufinefs with a larger fortune than moft people retire 
with, and purfued it with unufual fuccefs. With the utmoft alacrity 
he advanced very large fums to fupply the neceflities of Charles I. 


34° Tt was removed fome time ago from the fouth aifle. 
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for whofe perfon and character he appears to have had the higheft 
veneration. Lloyd gives us a very high idea of his activity and en- 
terprize, as well as of the fignal fervices which he rendered the king: 
“ One while, fays he, you would meet him with thoufands of gold ; 
** another while, in his way to Oxford, riding in a pair of panniers, 
“ like a butterwoman going to market, at other times he was a 
porter carrying on his majefty’s interefl in Londén; he was a 
fiherman in one place, and a merchant in another. All the 
“* fuccours which the king had from beyond fea, came through his 


“ hands, and moft, of the relief he had at home was managed by 
a

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his conveyance ™’.” As a farther proof of zeal in his Majefty’s 
caufe, he raifed, at his own expence, a rcgiment of horfe, and put- 
ting himfelf at the head, behaved with diftinguifled gallantry. 
When the King’s affairs grew defperate, he retired to France. The 
loffes which his fortune fuftained from the refentment of the parlia- 
ment may be fuppofed, when it is mentioned, that three-fourths of a 
penfion of 8000]. per annum, granted to the Eleétor Palatine, were 
ordered to be paid out of his and Lord Colepeper’s eftates. Sir Ni- 
cholas Crifpe returned afterwards to England, and fubmitting to a 
compofition, embarked again in trade with his ufual {pirit, and his 
ufual fuccefs**. Ele lived to fee his mafter’s fon reftored to the pof- 
feffion of his kingdoms; and, after all his loffes, left a very large 
fortune to his relations. The King created him a baronet the year 
before his death. 

On the fouth wall of the chancel, are the monuments of 
Sir Timothy Lannoy, Kat.*” (1718); Michael Hutchinfon,

Hammerfmith-chapel fuffered confiderable damage from the ftorm 
which happened in October 1780.

Some mention of Sir Samuel Morland has been made already in the 
account of Faukefhall, or Vauxhall-houfe**, of which he had a 
grant for twenty-one years, anno 1677°. About the year 1684, 
he purchafed a houfe at Hammerfmith, near the water-fide**. He 
was created a baronet anno 1661, for his fignal fervices to Charles IT. 
during his exile; and in the year 1679, a penfion of qool. was 
fettled on him and his lady for their lives**. It has been already 
mentioned, that he was a great mechanic. He invented the drum 
capftands for weighing heavy anchors, the fpeaking trumpet, and an 
engine for raifing water. He obtained a patent for the latter inven- 
tion anno 1675"; and in the year 1681, was made matter of me- 
chanics to the King**. There is no memorial for Sir Samuel Mor- 
land at Hammerfmith. In Weftminfter-abbey isa monument to the 
memory of his firft and fecond wife. He was thrice married. 

“ Sir George Warburton and Diana Alington, married June 18, 
“3700.” Sir George Warburton was the third baronct of that fa- 
mily ; his wife was daughter of the Right Hon. William Lord Al- 
lington.

“ buried Feb. 6, 1700-1.” Edward Hyde was afterwards the third 
Earl of Clarendon. 

“ Sir Edward Nevill, buried Auguft 11, 1705.” Sir Edward Sir Edward 
Nevill, who was one of the juftices of the court of Common Pleas, or 
came to refide at Hammerfmith in 1703, having purchafed the houfe 
which was Sir Samuel Morland’s. 

“ Anne, the wife of the R' Reverend William Lloyd, buried June 
“ 19, 1708. The Rt Rev‘ Dottor William Floyd, buried Jan. 5, 

“ y709-10.” William Lloyd, was made Bifhop of Landaff anno William 
1675, tranflated to Peterborough in 1679, and to Norwich anno of Noma, 
1685. He was deprived of his bifhopric at the Revolution, for re- 

fufing to take the oaths of allegiance. Dr. Lloyd was efteemed a man 

of great piety and learning, and a moft excellent preacher”. He 

refided at Hammer{mith for fome years before his death, where he 
experienced the friendfhip and benevolence of his neighbour Dr. 
Radcliffe, who, at one time, made him a prefent of sool.*” 

“ Dr. William Sheridan, buried O&. 3, 1711.” Dr. Sheridan wittian 
was brother of Patrick Sheridan, Bithop of Cloyne. He himfelf Bibep oF 
was made Bifhop of Killaloe anno 1669, having been chaplain to Sir Kilmore. 
Maurice Euftace Lord Chancellor of Ireland, and to James Duke of 
Ormond. In 1681 he was promoted to the fee of Kilmore ; but was 
deprived, anno 1690, for not taking the oaths**. ‘The Bifhop pub- 
lithed three volumes of difcourfes, and feveral fingle fermons *”. 

“ Sir Philip Meadows, buried Sept. 18, 1718.” Grandfather to sir Philip 
the late Sir Sidney Medows. Sir Philip was employed by Oliver “°"* 
Cromwell, anno 1657, as envoy to Denmark, where he negotiated 
a reconciliation between that court and Sweden, for his fuccefs in

He was made an Englifh Knight by Charles IJ. anno 1662. In the 
reigns of William and Mary, and Queen Anne, he was one of the 
commiffioners of trade and plantations, and knight marfhal ; which 


Longevity of laft office was enjoyed by his fon and grandfon. Sir Philip died at 
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the age of ninety-four; his fon was eighty-feven; his grandfon 
ninety-three. Sir Philip publithed a narrative of the ‘principal ac- 
tions in the wars between Sweden and Denmark*, and wrote a 
{mall tra&t on the right of transferring allegiance, which is amongft 
Smith’s MSS. in the Bodleian Library. 

“ Dame Elizabeth, wife of Sir Edward Chifenhall, buried April 
“ 25, 1720. 

“© Lady Annabella Howard, buried Sept. 7, 1728.” 

** Lady Frances Hull, buried Dec. 26, 1736.” 

“ Lady Lucy Wharton, buried Feb. 11, 1738-9.” Daughter of 
Thomas Marquis of Wharton, fifter of the Duke of Wharton, and 
divorced wife of Sir William Morice, Bart. 

“ Hon. Elizabeth Browne, buried OG. 23, 1740.” 

“‘ George Frederick Maximilian, fon of Juft. Henry Alt, the 
“ Heffian minifter, and Janetta his wife, baptized O&. 23, 1743.” 
Lucretia, their daughter, was baptized Dec. 23, 1746. 

“ Dame Ruth, wife of Sir Charles Peyton, buried March 4, 
6s 1748-9.” 

** Mrs. Catherine Fielding, buried July 9, 1750.” Mrs. Beatrice 
“ Fielding, buried Feb. 24, 1750-1.” Louifa, daughter of Henry 
Fielding, Efg. buried May 10, 1753.” 

» © §° John Straughan, buried March 18, 1760.” 

“ Harrifon, wife of Sir Chriftopher Hales, buried June 3, 1762.” 

“ Sir Chriftopher Hales, Bart. buried May 15, 1776.” Sir 
Chriftopher was defcended from Sir John Hales of Coventry, who 
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was created a baronet anno 1660. Harifon Lady Hales was daugh- 
ter of Sir Cecil Wray. 

“* The R' Honourable George Doddington, Baron of Melcombe 
Regis, buried Auguft 3, 1762." Lord Melcombe was the fon of an 
apothecary in Dorfetfhire, where he was born in the year 1691. 
His family-name was Bubb, which he changed for Dodington out 
of compliment to his uncle George Dodington, Efq. fome time lord 
of the admiralty, whofe large fortune he afterwards inherited. Lord 
Melcombe was initiated into the {cience of politics at an early age, 
and was appointed envoy to Spain in 1715, where he afterwards 
continued, for a fhort time, in character of plenipotentiary. His 
fubfequent hiftory exhibits all the viciffitudes which can befall a nan 
devoted to a court life. At one time he was clofely connected with 
Sir Robert Walpole, and publifhed, anno 1726, a poetical epiftle 
addreffed to that minifter. The infincerity of his political attach- 
ments, and his anxious defire to be a fharer of court favour, fub- 
jected him to much ridicule, which the publication of his Diary 
proves him to have well deferved. During a great part of Sir Robert 
Walpole’s adminiftration, he filled the poft of a lord of the treafury, 
and in the late reign was twice appointed treafurer of the navy. 
His quitting the King’s fervice, anno 1749, for that of the Prince 
of Wales, who was then in oppofition to the court, occafioned his 
Majefty to conceive fo violent a prejudice againft him, that not all 
his repeated fervilities and compliances could avail to reftore him to 
his favour. Upon the acceffion of his prefent majefty, he once 
more enjoyed the confidence of minifters, and though he was in no 
oftenfible fituation, was confulted upon all public meafures. In the 
year 1761, he was created a peer; and died in the month of July, 
the year following*”. Lord Melcombe was a man of confiderable

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genius, was much efteemed in private: life, and remarkable for the 
brilliancy of his converfation talents. He patronized literary men, 
whom he frequently entertained both at Hammerfmith, and at his 
feat in Dorfetfhire. Thomfon has infcribed one of his Seafons, and 
Young addreffes one of his Satiresto him. Lord Melcombe himfelf 
publithed fome political pamphlets, and a few poems, and is faid to 
have left many behind him in MS. The following inf€ription to his 
memory, in which the panegyric {eems to be, in fome refpects, over- 
charged, was placed on a column at Hammerfmith by his relation 
and heir, Thomas Wyndham, Efq. “ To the memory of the Right 
** Hon. George Dodington, Lord Meclcombe. In his early years he 
was fent hy K. George T. envoy extraordinary to K. Philip V. of 
Spain, 17153 afterwards appointed, in commiffion with others, 
one of the lords of the treafury: twice treafurer of the navy to 
K. George II. and privy counfellor: in 1761, created a peer, 
and of the cabinet to K. George III. He was raifed to thefe ho- 
nours (himfelf an honour to them) rather by his eminent merit 
and great abilities, after experience both in the fenate and in the 
council, than either by birth or fortune: and, if wit and true hu- 
mour can delight; if eloquence can affect the heart, or literature 
improve the mind; if univerfal benevolence hath its charms ; no 
wonder he lived admired and beloved by all that knew him, and 
died by all lamented, in the year 1762, aged 71. Thomas Wynd- 
ham, Efq. his heir, ordered this infcription, in grateful remem- 
brance of his friend and relation.” 

‘© Yames Worlidge, buried Sept. 27, 1766.” Thomas Worlidge, 
the celebrated artift, is here meant, who died at Hammerfmith on 
the 23d of September that year, and was there buricd. During the 
greater part of his life he painted portraits in miniature, but is moft 
celebrated for his etchings in imitation of Rembrandt, by which he 
got both money and reputation’. His laft work was a book of 
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gems, after the antique. In the latter part of his life he refided 
principally at Bath. On the fouth wall of the chapel at Harhmer- 
{mith is a tablet to his memory, with the following infcription: 

“ Here lies the body of Thomas Worlidge, painter, who died the 
© 23d of September 1766, aged 66 years. 

“* He who had art fo near to nature brought, 

As ev’n to give to thadows life and thought, 
Had yet, alas! no art, or power to fave 
His own corporeal fubftance from the grave: 
Yet tho’ his mortal part ina€tive lics, 
© Still Worlidge lives—for genius never dies.”

“ Sir Robert Barker, buried Sept. 28, 1789.” He was fon of Sn Robert 
Robert Barker, M. D. (who was buricd at Hammerfmith anno eo 
1745,) and defcended from an ancient family in Derbythire. Sir 
Robert was fome time commander in chief of the Eaft India Com- 
pany’s forces in Bengal. He was knightcd, anno 1764, for his 
bravery at the Manillas, and created a baronet in 1781. He mar- 
ried Anne, daughter and only child of Brabazon Hallowes Efq. of De- 
thick in the county of Derby, hy whom, leaving no iffue, the title 
became extinét at his death. Siu Robert Barker communicated feve- 
ral ingenious papers to the Royal Society, which are publithed in 
the Philofophical TranfaQions*”. 

“ Hon and Rev! James Talbot, buried Feb. 1, 1790, aged 64.” ae 
He was fourth fon of George Earl of Shrewfbury, who died anno of Certune. 
1733. Being of the Roman Catholic perfuafion, he entered into 
holy orders, and, about the year 1781, was chofen Bifhop of Cen- 
turiz, and vicar apoftolic of the diftri€t of London.

John Gabriel, aged go (Feb. 18, 1788); Judith Thether, from the 
work-houfe, aged 104 (June 11, 1788); Winifred Burbidge, aged 
go (July 10, 1788); Jane Wilfon, aged g2 (Dec. 3, 1790) ; Sufanna 
Lewis, aged 95 (Nov. 22, 1790); Peter Smith, aged g1 (Dec. 20> 
1790); Elizabeth Speers, aged 96 (Feb. 9, 1792); Mary Anne 
Cherry, aged 93 (Oct. 11, 1792) ; and Elizabeth Ellard, aged 97 (Jan. 
23, 1793). 

The Nunncry at Hammerfmith, (which, according to tradition, 
exifted before the Reformation, and efcaped the general deftruétion 
of religious houfes from its want of endowment,) was firft eftablithed, 
as I have been informed upon the moft refpectable authority, in the 
reign of Charles II. and took its rife from the following circumftance: 
In the year 1669, Mrs. Bedingfield, a relation of the firft baronet 
of that family, in conjunction with another lady, fet up a boarding- 
fchcol at Hammerfimith for young ladies of the Roman Catholic 
perfuafion. Soon after its inftitution, the governeffes and teachers 
having voluntarily obliged themfelves to the obfervance of monaftic 
rules, it obtained the name of a nunnery: the famous Titus 
Oates had a commiffion to fearch it in the year 1680, and 
he then reported, that he found many children of the nobility who 
were bringing up there in the Roman Catholic religion’. Its cele- 
brity as a {chool for young ladies of that perfuafion has continued 
during the prefent century, and moft of the fafhionable females,

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among the Roman Catholics, have received their education there, 
Ic has kept up its claim alfo to the title of a nunnery, many 
devotees having, from time to time, taken the veil, and doomed 
themfelves to voluntary feclufion at this place. At prefent 
there are only three in the houfe. I am told, they are not 
of any order, which all uniformly embrace; but each choofes 
that to which fhe is prompted by her own inclination or de- 
votion. 

There is a chapel at the nunnery, and another at Brook-grecn, Roman Ca- 
where is alfo a charity-fchool for children of Roman Catholics. It pity aa 
appears, by an entry in the parih regifter at Fulham, that a marriage 
was celebrated in the French chapel at Hammer{mith anno 1718, by 
virtue of a licence from the Archbifhop of Canterbury. 

The Prefbyterian Diffenters have an old eftablithed meeting-houfe Mceting- 
in this hamlet. There is a meeting-houfe alfo for the Quakers, ano- mene 
ther for the Anabaptifts, and a chapel called the Ebenezer ‘” chapel, 
belonging to the Methodifts. 

In Norden’s time there was an hofpital at Hammerfmith, of which Ancient hof- 
not a trace now remains. It ftood, as appears by his furvey, by the aoe 
fide of the weftern road near Stanford-brook. Among the Carte 
Antigua, at the Britith Mufeum, is a bond of John Payne, proctor 
of the hofpital at Hammerfmith, dated 1578, to account for alms 
which he had a licence to collect in the counties of Buckingham and 
Northampton **. The Spitleman at Hammerfmith is mentioned in 
the church-wardens’ accounts, anno 1591. 

Sir Samuel Morland gave a pump and well, adjoining to his houfe sir Samuel 
by the Thames fide, for the ufe of the public, which bencfaction was or : 
thus recorded upon a tablet fixed in the wall: “ Sir Samuel Mor-

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“ difpleafure by denying A cuP OF COLD WATER (provided at ano- 
“ ther’s coft, and not their own) to either neighbour, ftranger, 
“ pafflenger, or poor thirfty beggar. July 8th, 1695.” This pump 
has been removed ; the ftone tablet is preferved in the garden belong- 
ing to the houfe. 

Edward Latymer, Efq. (the fame who founded a fchool at Ed- 
monton,) bequeathed, by his will dated 1624, thirty-five acres of 
land in Hammerfmith, the profits of which were to be appropriated 
to clothing fix poor men”, clothing and educating eight boys, and 
diftributing ten fhillings in money. Thefe lands, in the year 1679, 
were let at 681. 158. per annum, in the year 1793 at 2111. 16s. 
In confequence of the increafed income, the numbcr of boys 
has been augmented to 30, and the poor men to 10. Thomas 
Gouge, Efq. (1712) left the fum of sol. to be expended in the 
purchafe of lands, of the value of 31. per annum, for the benefit 
of the charity-fchool. Mr. Goodwin left 20]. to Latymer’s fchool. 
Mr. George Lewis, a diftiller, who had been brought up at the fchool, 
gave a very laudable inftance of grateful remembrance, anno 1784, 
by leaving a legacy of 1ool. in the 4 per cents. 

Lady Capel, anno 1719, left the twelfth part of a farm, now pro- 
ducing 111. per annum, to the charity-{chool at Hammersmith. 

There is a charity-fchool for girls alfo, to which sol. was 
left by Mr. Goodwin. This fchool, in which twenty children 
are clothed and educated, is fupported principally by voluntary 
contributions, and the colle€tions at two charity fermons. <A 
Sunday-fchool was inftituted in the year 1787, and a houfe for that 
purpofe built near the church-yard, There are at prefent about an 
hundred and fixty children in this fchool.

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An alms-houfe, for four poor women, was founded in the laft cen- Alms-houte. 
tury, by Thomas Iles, Gent. The prefent income of thefe alms- 
houfes is about 271. 108. per annum ; but how it arifes, I have not 
been able to find, except that Mr. Plukenett left ten fhillings per an- 
num each to the poor women, to be expended in bread. 

There were formerly fome alms-houfes at Hammerfmith, founded 
by Sir John Elwes, and Thomas Gouge, Gent.; which ftood on 
the fite of the Sunday fchool-houfe. Four alms-houfes are now build- 
ing in the Back-lane, with money arifing from the profits of lands, 
purchafed with Dr. E.dwards’s and Bifhop King’s legacies’”. 

Nathaniel Dauncer, Efq. anno 1656, bequeathed to the poor of Benefadions 
Hammerfmith, thirty fhillings per annum ; twenty fhillings of which 
was to be diftributed in bread on the 5th of January. Mr. Collop Bread. 
gave an annuity of 11. 6s. iffuing out of the George at Hammer- 
fmith, for bread. Mr. Henry Webb, anno 1793, gave the intereft 
of sol. in the 4 per cents. for the fame purpofe. 

William Payne, Efq. of Pallenfwick, anno 1626, gave the fum of Money. 
31. per annum to the hamlet of Hammerfmith, to be appropriated al- 
ternately to two purpofes, viz. to apprentice a boy, and to be di-~ 
vided in fums of five fhillings each among twelve poor houfe-keepers. 
Colonel Edmund Harvey and Maximilian Bard, Efq. gave the fum 
of rool, about the year 1650. Sir Nicholas Crifpe, anno 1665, gave 
the fum of 100]. which purchafed two cottages and half an acre of 
land*”, Mr. Ralph Gregg, anno 1679, gave the fum of sol. pro- 
ducing 2], 10s. per annum. Mr, Ifaac Le Gooch, anno 1685, 
gave 151. per annum to the poor, out of the moiety of a houfe and 
garden. Edwards, Efq. left 12s. 6d. cach to twelve poor 
widows, being a rent-charge upon a houfe and garden*”. John 
Allen, Efg. anno 1666, gave 10]. per annum, being a rent-charge

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on houfcs, Frances Lady Nevill, anno 1714, gave the fum of rool, 
now producing 81. per annum. Peter Bruthell, Efq, anno 1769, 
gave the fum of rool. in the 3 per cents. Mr. Goodwin gave the 
fum of rool. towards building a work-houfe. This hamlet has an 
intereft in fuch of the legacies to the parifh of Fulham as were left 
before the building of the chapel. 

In the year 1698 was publifhed, “ A Relation of the Impofture 
“ of Sufanna Fowles of Hammerfmith, who was tried at the Old 
“ Baily for pretending to be poffeffed with the Devil, and fen- 
“ tenced to ftand in the Pillory.” 
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HIS place was formerly a hamlet, belonging to the parifh of The parith 


Stepney, and was called Wapping Stepney. It was made a 
diftinét parifh by an act of parliament paffed in 1727, when it ac- 
quired the name of St. George. To diftinguith it from other parithes 
in and near London of the fame name, an addition is ufually made, 
which denotes its fituation te be in the eaftern fuburb of the me- 
tropolis.

The parifth of St. George in the Eaft ties within the hundred of tts ftuation, 
Offulfton, and is bounded by St. Mary, Whitechapel; St. John, boundaries 


Wapping; and by Ratcliffe and Mile-end Old-Town, hamlets of 
Stepney. The land, not occupied by buildings, is now of very 
{mall extent, confifting of a few grafs-fields on the north fide. The 
quota charged to the land-tax is about 2400]. which, anno 1793, 
was at the rate of 1s. rod, in the pound. 

The inhabitants are employed; for the moft part, in rope-making, 
and the manufacture of other articles for the rigging of thips. 
There is no other confiderable manufacture in the place. 

The parith church (dedicated to St. George) was one of the fifty 
built purfuant to ats of parliament paffed in 1710 and 1711. The 
foundation was laid in 1715; the ceremony of confecration was

performed July 19, 1729. It is a ftone building, of mixed architec~ _ 


ture. The infide is fitted up with Dutch oak; the pillars are, for 
‘the moft part, of the Doric order, Over the altar, which ftands in 
Vou, IT.

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a recefs at the eaft end, is a picture of our Saviour in the garden, by 
Clarkfon. It was bought by a fubfcription of the principal inhabit- 
ants when the church was repaired and beautified in 1783. 

There are no monumental infcriptions in the church ; but under- 
neath is a fpacious light vault, fupported by arches, againft which are 
tablets to the memory of the following perfons:: Mr. William Nor- 
man (1729); Thomas Trott, Efg.

(1735); Jofeph Crowcher, Efq. * (1752) ; John Briftow (1762) ; and 
Samuel Holman, Efg.

In the veftry is a portrait of the Rev. Mr. Branck, firft minifter of 
the church. 

In Prince’s-fquare is a church, nearly fimilar in form, for the Swedih

dictionary of his own language. 

Atthe bottom of Old Gravel-lane is a meeting-houfe of the Inde- 
pendents, on the outward wall of which is a monument with the 
following infcription: “ Sacred to the memory of the Reverend Da- 
“ vid Jennings, D. D. upwards of 44 years paftor of this church, 
“ and 18 years tutor of a confiderable academy for the education of 
““ young perfons for the miniftry among the Proteftant diffenters. 
“ His learning, application, and confirmed health enabled him to 
“ adorn his ftation till ripe for heaven; and, his work finifhed, he 
“ fell afleep in Jefus Sept. 16, 1762, in the 72d year of his age, ex- 
“ pecting the rewards of a celeftial crown ; leaving to his family, his 
“* pupils, and his flock, a deep fenfe of their lofs, and a grateful re- 
‘“ membrance of his virtues. He was born at Lancton in the county 
*“ of Leicefter, May 18, 1692; his father, the Reverend Mr. John 


_“ Jennings, having been ejected from the reGtory of Hartley Wafp- 


“ hell in Hampfhire, for non-conformity, in the year 1662.” 

Dr. Jennings w&s a man of general fcience, and well known in the 
literary world ; befides various fermons, and theological works, he 
publifhed an introduétion to the ufe of the globes and the orrery ; 
a book on medals ; and two volumes on Jewith antiquities, with a 
differtation on the Hebrew language. In conjunction with Dr. Dod- 
dridge, he was editor of Dr. Watts’s works. 

There is another meeting-houfe of the Independents in the new 
road; there are alfo in the parifh, a Roman Catholic chapel, a 
meeting-houle for the Scotch Prefbyterians, and three for the people 
called Methodifts. 

When this parifh was feparated from Stepney by a& of parlia- 
ment, as before-mentioned, the benefice was made a rectory, and the 
fum of 3oool. out of the money appointed by a@ of parliament 
(1715) for making a provifion for the minifters of the new churches, - 

was 
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was directed to be laid out in the purchafe of lands, tenements, or other 
hereditaments in fee-fimple, for the maintenance of the re¢tor of St. 
George and his fucceffors. As a farther provifion, the fum of rool. 
per annum, clear of all deduGtions, was direéted to be paid to the 
reQtor by the church-wardens out of the burial fees, of which they 
were appointed the receivers; any deficiency to be made up out 
of the parith ftock. The great tithes were referved to Brazen-nofe- 
college in Oxford. The fum of sol. per annum to each of the two 
portionifts of Stepney, at that time being, and 131. to the parith 
clerk, was to be paid by the rector and parifh clerk of the new 
church, as a compenfation for the lofs which the above parties might 


refpeCtively fuftain. 


The firft reGtor of St. George in the Eaft was William Simpfon, Reétrs. 


D.D. who, in the year 1764, was fucceeded by Herbert Mayo, 
D. D. the prefent reéor.

The increafe of population in this parifh, fince the year 1780, 
has been very confiderable ; the prefent number of houfes is about 
3700. The decreafe of burials is to be accounted for from the more 
frequent interments in private cemeteries. 
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Extrads from the Regifter. 

“ Mary, Chriftian, and Elinor, daughters of John Matthew Gey- 
“ don, china-man, by Elizabeth his wife, baptized March 21, 
“ 1730-1. Edward, William, and Mary, children of Henry Wat- 
“ wood, labourer, by Amy his wife, baptized Sept.12, 1732.” 
All thefe children died a few days after their birth. 

“ Jofeph Ames, Wapping-ftreet, buried OG. 14, 1759.” Mr. 
Ames was a native of Great Yarmouth; he ferved his apprentice- 
fhip to a plane-maker, but fettled in bufinefs as a fhip-chandler and 
ironmonger. He difcovered an early tafte for the ftudy of Englith 
hiftory and antiquities, and being a man of an inquifitive turn of 
mind and affiduous application, made fuch a progrefs in his favourite 
purfuit, as enabled him to contribute much to the fervice of litera- 
ture. Mr. Ames was chofen fecretary to the Society of Antiquaries 
in 1741. He died fuddenly, after a violent fit of coughing, Od. 7, 
1759. His principal work was a Hiftory of Printing, in one vo- 
lume 4to. (fince improved and enlarged by Herbert,) befides which he 
publithed a catalogue of Englith engraved portraits, and “* Parentalia,” 
or Memoirs of the Family of Wren". On his tomb, in the church- 
yard of this parifh, is the following infcription: “ Here lie inter- 
** red the mortal remains of Mr. Jofeph Ames, F. R.S. likewife fel- 
“ low and fecretary to the A.S. of London, author of the Hiftory 
* of Printing in Great Britain, who died O&. 7, 1759, aged 71.” 
On the under fide of the ftone is this infcription, written by Mr. 
William Maffey’: “ Hic condite jacent reliquig mortales Jofephi 
“ Ames, Regie Societatis Londinenfis fodalis et Societatis ibidem 
“ antiquariorum fecretarii qui antiquitatibus exquirendis ftudiofifiime 
“ deditus, indefeffo labore parique diligentid hiftoriam apud Britan-

This parifh furnifhes another inftance of the union of literary 
purfuits with thofe of trade, in the perfon of Mr. Jofeph Reed, Jofeph Reed. 
an eminent rope-maker, whofe father had followed the fame 
bufinefs in the county of Durham. In a paper, which Mr. Reed 
contributed to a periodical publication’, he gives a very whim- 
fical, and entertaining account of his parentage and education. He 
removed into the neighbourhood of the metropolis in the year 
1757, and fettled in Suntavern-fields in this parifh, where he re- 
mained till his death, which happened in 1787. About the time 
of his coming to town, he commenced his literary career by pub- 
lifhing fome poems, which had no great merit; but he afterwards 
acquired confiderable reputation as a dramatic writer. In 1758, he 
brought out his firft performance of that kind, being a mock tra- 
gedy, called “ Madrigal and Trulleetta,” which engaged him ina 
controverfy with Dr. Smollet. The Regifter-Office, and Tom 
Jones, were the moft fuccef$ful of his pieces. The latter was pro- 
dudtive of much profit. His tragedy of Dido was received with 
great applaufe, but acted only three nights, in confequence of a 
quarrel with Garrick, who had at firft refufed it, and was with 
difficulty perfuaded to bring it on the ftage. It is much to Recd’s 
credit, that he became afterwards, unknown to the manager, (al- 
though they had never been reconciled) his champion againft Ken- 
rick. Thefe various publications were all the produce of his lei~ 
fure hours; for he never fuffered his literary purfuits to interfere © 
with his attention to a lucrative bufinefs. It fhould be added, that

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he fometimes employed his pen upon commercial topics, having 
publifhed a very ufeful book called the Tradefman’s Companion ; 
and a treatife on the monopoly of hemp. Mr. Reed lies buried in 
the cemetery at Bunhill-fields. 

During the incumbency of the prefent rector (who has kept the 
parith regifter with great accuracy, and has made all the entries in 
fuch a manner as is well calculated to identify the perfons re- 
corded,) the ages of the deceafed have been regularly inferted in the 
regifter of burials, whence J have fele&ted the following inftances of

Mr. Henry Raine, of this parifh, brewer, having acquired a very 
ample fortune in bufinefs, formed the noble refolution of appropri- 
ating a confiderable part of it, in his life-time, to charitable ufes; in 
purfuance of which refolution, in the year 1719, he built {chool- 
houfes for fifty boys, and fifty girls, with habitations for a mafter 
and miftrefs; and by his indenture, bearing date June 22, 1736, 
conveyed the faid buildings to truftees, endowing them at the fame 
time with lands and tenements of confiderable value, and appointing 
a falary of gol. per annum for the mafter, 201. for the miftrefs ; the re- 
mainder of the profits to be applied to the maintenance of the {chools, 

Vou. I. 3K and 
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and clothing the children *. By the fame indenture he gave the fum of 
40001. New South Sea annuities, one moiety of which was to be em- 
ployed in building a fecond fchool-houfe, or hofpital, for girls; the 
other moiety to be laid out in the purchafe of lands for its main- 
tenance and fupport™. The laft-mentioned {chool was, by a fchedule 
annexed, appointed for the education of forty girls, to be chofen out 
of the moft deferving in the old fchool, in order to their being bet- 
ter inftruéted for fervice. In this fchool the children are provided 
with clothes, lodging, boarding, &c. The falary of the miftrefs, 
and the cook’s wages, were allotted to be paid out of the girls’ earn- 
ings, which have been found more than fufficient for that purpofe. 
The donoz’s relations are to be admitted into either of the fchools in 
preference to all others, if any fhould offer. The boys, to be nine 
years of age; the girls, eight, at the time of their admiffion; the 
boys to be taught reading, writing, and arithmetick; the girls read- 
ing, fewing, &c. and all to be brought up in the principles of the 
church of England: the boys, at leaving the fchool, to have 31. as 
an apprentice fee, which the donor intended, at a future time, to be 
increafed to 201. ‘This augmentation will take place when the Icafes 
fall in, 

Mr. Raine, by ris will, dated OGober 17, 1736, defired that a 
patent, or charter might, if poffible, be obtained for the regulation 
of the fchools which he had founded in his life-time; and he di- 
rected his executors to eftablifh a fund” for the purpofe of con- 
tinuing a moft excellent charity, which he had. planned and executed

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for fome years before he died, viz. the payment of two annual 
prizes, of 1001. each, as a marriage portion, to be diawn for in 
Chrifimas week, and on the 1{t of May, by fix of the moft de- 
ferving young women (being of the age of 22 or upwards,) who 
fhall have been educated at his charity-fchools ; and the farther fum 
of 51. for a dinner in the great room at the {chool-houfe, for the 
new married couple, the truftees, vifitors, &c. The lofing girls, if 
they fhould continue unmarried, and maintain a good charatter, are 
always to draw for the next prize till each has been fuccefsful. 
By the a& of parliament, which was obtained anno 1780, for in- 
corporating the truftees of Raine’s charities, it is provided, that 
if there fheuld not be fix young women properly qualified, a fmaller 
number may draw for the prize; if one only fhould offer, the (if of 
a good character) is to receive the marriage portion; if none fhould 
offer, the money is to go to the general ftock. By Mr. Raine’s ap- 
pointment the hufbands muft be of the church of England, and in- 
habitants of the parifhes of St. George in the Eaft; St. Paul, Shad- 
well; or St. John, Wapping. 

The poor of this place have an intereft in Mrs. Cobournc’s, and 
various other charities, Jeft to the parifh of Stepney previoufly tothe 
year 1727. One of the penfioners in the Drapers’, Judge Fuller's, 
and Capt. Cook’s alms-houfes, is always chofen out of this parifh, 
which has the fame intereft alfo in that founded at Stratford-Bow, 
(anno 1721) by Mrs. Bowry, for failors who have been in the Fatt 
India Company’s fervice, or their widows. The poor in Mrs. Bow- 
ry’s alms-houfes receive 13s. 6d. cach, per month. 

Mr. Henderfon, anno 1701, left lands at Eaflham to decayed 
houfe-keepers of the hamlets of Ratcliffe and Wapping-Stepney 
(now St. George). This benefaction produces at prefent 31. gs. to 
each place, clear of all deductions. Mr. Whatman, anno 1739, 
left the intereft of 2001. South Sea ftock, to be diftributed in bread 
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and meat on the 18th of December. Mr. Printon, anno 1765, gave 
rool. to be diftributed in bread on the 1ft of January. Mr. Kirk- 
man, anno 1765, gave the intereft of 400]. 3 per cent. to be diftri- 
buted in bread, meat, and coals, the fame day. Jens Pederfon, Eq. 
anno 1782, gave 20ol. 3 per cent. for bread and meat on the 1ft of 
Augutt. 

A charity, called the Univerfal Medical Inftitution, was eftablithed 
within this parifh anno 1792, being intended to afford medical relief 
to the poor, in various ways. All patients, from whatever place they 
may come, if duly recommended, and attending at the proper hours, 
(viz. from nine till one in the morning, and from three till five in 
the afternoon,) have advice aud medicines gratis, and, if neceflary, 
the ufe of cold, warm, and vapour baths; inoculation alfo is per~ 
formed gratis,—patients within the Tower hamlets are vifited at their 
own habitations. ‘The houfe belonging to this Inftitution is fituated 
in Old Gravel-Lane. There are already near four hundred and fifty 
fubfcribers, The Earl of Fife is prefident. 
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RENEFORDE, as this place is called, both in Edward the Name. 
Confeffor’s Charter of Confirmation, and in Doomfday book, 
is literally the green ford, fo called, perhaps, from a ford over the 
Brent which runs through the parith. 

The village is fituated about a mile to the north of the Uxbridge ee 
road, at the diftance of about nine miles from Tybourn-turnpike. extent, xc, 
It lies in the hundred of Elthorne, and the parifh is bounded by 
Harrow, Northall, Hanwell, Norwood, Ealing, and Greenford 
Parva, or Perivale. It contains about two thoufand acres of land 
exclufive of roads; about one thoufand two hundred and fifty acres 
are inclofed; five hundred and eighty in common fields; ninety-fix 
woodlands inclofed ; and about fixty-five wafte—the proportion of 
grafs land to the arable is at leaft as three to one. The foil is 
clay. This parith pays the fum of 289]. 17s. 44d. to the land-tax, 
which, in the year 1793, was at the rate of 2s. 6d. in the pound. 

The manor of Greenford, (i. e. Greenford Magna,) containing twelve Manor. 
hides, was given by King Ethelred to Weftminfter-Abbey'. Grene- 

forde, fays the furvey of Doomfday, is held by the Abbot of St. Doomfday 
Peter, for eleven hides and a half. The land is feven carucates. eye 
Five hides are in demefne, on which there is one plough, and ano- 

ther might beemployed. The villeins have five ploughs. One villein 

holds a hide and a virgate; and four villeins, half a hide each ; four 

others hold a hide jointly ; and feven bordars another hide. A certain

foreigner has a hide and a virgate. There are three cottars and fix 
flaves ; pannage for three hundred hogs ; pafture for the cattle of the 
village-—The whole valued at 71.; in the reign of the Confeflor, at 
10]. This manor, adds the record, was and is parcel of the poffeffions 
of the church of St. Peter. Upon the diffolution of monatfteries it was 
{cized by the crown, and was made a part of the revenues of the 
bifhopric of Weftminfter. Thomas Thirlby, the only bifhop of 
that fee, furrendered it again to the crown anno 1550°, in which ycar 
it was granted to the Bifhop of London and his fucceffors*, The 
manor wis valued at ro]. per annum, anno 21 Hen. VIII*. It was 
on leafe, anno 1646, to Edwin Cafon and his affigns, at the annual 
rent of 81, and thirty quarters of wheat. The Parliamentary Sur- 
vey defcribes the demefne-lands (in the parifhes of Greenford and 
Hanwell,) as containing ninety-four acres of meadow, valued at 
nineteen thillings per acre; feventy-five acres of pafture, valued at 
twelve fhillings; and two hundred and eighty-nine acres of arable, 
valued at ten fhillings*. The manfion-houfe, and fite of the manor 
of Greenford, within the manors of Greenford and Hanwell, were 
fold anno 1647 by the parliamentary commiffioners, for the fum of 
33011. 10s. 11d. to Sir William Mafham, Sir Richard Everard, and 
Cary Hervey Mildmay, Efq*. It appears, from other documents, 
that the demefne lands have from time immemorial been leafed in 
two parts, one of which (containing a hundred and fixty-four acres) 
was held under Bifhop Juxon, by Edward Franklin, Efq.; the Jeafe 
was renewed from time to time to his defcendants, and is now vetted in 
Benjamin Way, Efg, whofe father married an heir of that family ’, 
The other part (containing four hundred and forty-feven acres) was

afterwards fucceflively to Rupert Browne, Efq. and John Bridger ; 
the latter made it over to Mr. Way, who conveyed it to Richard 
Lateward, Efq. John Lateward, Efg. is the prefent leffee. 

An eftate called the manor of Stickleton Greenford, in this parith, 
was given by Nicholas de Farnham to the priory of Ankerwyke, 
previoufly to Henry the Third’s charter of confirmation to that mo- 
naftery®. It was held under the Bohuns Earls of Hereford as fu- 
perior lords of the fee’. The priory of Ankerwyke, with its appur- 
tenances, was granted by Henry VIII. to Bifham Abbey"; after- 
wards, on the diffolution of monafteries, to Andrews, the firft Lord 
Windfor'’; whofe great grandfon Henry, the fifth Lord Windfor, 
fold this manor anno 1587 to Jerom Beale, Efq.”; Henry Beale 
aliened it anno 1632 to William Pennyfather, Efq. *; and the latter 
in 1637 to William Bennet, Efq'’. In the year 1714 it was con- 
veyed by Edward Bennet, Efq. and his fon, to truftees for the ufe of 
Frances Arundell, widow, whole daughter Fronces married James 
Rogers, Efq."* It was aliencd anno 1737, by Mr. Rogers and his 
wife to Sir Philip Medows and Vigerus Edwards, in truft for Philip 
Craig, Efq. and Sarah his wife and their heirs, and is now the pro- 
pexty of General Francis Craig, who pays a quit-rent to the heirs of 
the late Duke of Kingfton. 

The parifh church, which is dedicated to the Holy Crofs, is a finall 
ftructure, and confifts only of a nave and chancel ; it is built prin- 
cipally of flints, and covered with red tilcs; the windows all gothic: 
at the weft end is a low wooden fpire. The chancel windows are 
ornamented with ancient painted glafs collected, and placed there 
by Mr. Betham, the late rector, On the north wall is a brafs plate

memory of ‘Thomas Symons, reétor of the parifh"’. It was found 
in the year 1783 upon repairing the church; and having been in- 
laid in a marble tablet, was affixed to the wall by Mr. Betham. 
In the fouth-weft corner of the chancel hangs a fmall wooden 
tablet to the memory of Ann, daughter of Edward Terry, rector 
of the parifh, who died anno 1634, and James his eldeft fon, who 
died in 1643. Their charaéters are recorded in two long in- 
{criptions in Englith verfe, which are printed on paper and nailed 
to the board. On the fame wall hangs another wooden tablet to the 
memory of Ann, daughter of Thomas Waterhoufe *, of Hertford- 
fhire, who died in 164... Inthe chancel are the monuments alfo of 
Michael Gardiner”, rector, 1630; Nathaniel White, 1638, and 
others of his family ; Juhn Caftell *, S. T.P. 1686; Sibyl, wife of 
Rupert Browne, Efg. and daughter of Humphry Wyrley, of Hamp- 
ftead-hall in Staffordfhire *, 1711; and on the floor the tombs of 
Edward Bennet, Efq. 1657; Margaret, wife of Edward Bennet, and 
heir of Walter Moyle, 1710; William Millet, 1663; William 
Terry, citizen of London, 1672; Henry, eldeft fon of Dr. John 
Caftell, 1715; and William Campbell, retor, 1769. On the fouth 
wall of the nave is a tablet to the memory of Arthur Marlam and 
his family, (no date ;) on the fame wall is a tablet with a very long 
infcription in Latin verfe, written by Simon Cofton™, in memory of

{tool ; her hufband in the drefS and attitude of a mourner. On the 
floor of the nave is the figure of a prieft—(the infcription gone,) 
and a brafs plate to the memory of Richard Thorncton, who died 
in 1544. 

On the outfide of the chancel on the north wall, is the monument Charch- 
of Edward Betham the late rector, who died in 1783; on the eaft a 
wall, that of Mr. Nathaniel Ravenor, 1792. 1n the church-yard are 
the tombs of John Franklin, Gent. 1644; Elinor, his fecond wife, 
daughter of ——-—— Pumpheret, 1654; Ann, his daughter, wife of 
William Smith, Gent. of Nuneaton in the county of Warwick, 1668 ; 
William Marnham, fenior, 1771 ; George Wright, Efq. (commiflary- 
general of horfe to James Duke of Chandos, and William Earl of 
Harrington, during the rebellion,) 1749 ; and Thomas Wotton, Efq. 
1760. 

The rectory with the advowfon of Greenford, which had belonged Restory. 
to Weftminfter-abbey, was granted by Henry VIII. after the diffolu- 
tion of that monaftery, to Sir Thomas Wroth, of Durance”. It con- 
tinued fome time in that family ; and after pafling through feveral 
hands **, was purchafed, previoufly to the year 1731, by King’s- 
college in Cambridge, to which fociety it flill belongs. In the year 
1327 the rectory was rated at nine marks“; in the reign of Hen- 
ry VUI. at 201.% In 1650 the tithes and glebe were valued at 
1601. per annum. The patronage was faid to be vefted at that time 
in Edward Terry the incumbent “

His memory is to 
be honoured for the humanity with which he treated the perfecuted 
Proteftants during the reign of the bigotted Mary ”. 

Edward Edward Terry, who was prefented to the re€tory ip 1629, accom- 

nes panied Sir Thomas Roe in his embafly to the Great Mogul in the 
reign of JamesI. An account of his voyage was publifhed, which 
abounds with curious and interefting obfervations. He wrote alfo a 
charaGter of Charles I]. and was author of feveral fermons and reli- 
gious traéts*. Terry died at the age of feventy, and was buried at 
Greenford in October 1660. 

The prefent rector is the Reverend William Paddon, who was in- 
ftituted in 1784.

Charity- 
per annum, for the education of children. Edward Betham, the late ey 
rector®, having previoufly built a fchool-houfe, gave (by his deed 
inrolled in chancery, and bearing date November ro, 1780) the 
fum of 16001. bank ftock to this parifh, the intereft of which he 
dire€ted to be thus diftributed: 30], per annum to a mafter and 
miftrefs to inftruét thirty boys and girls ; 30s. coals for the {chool ; 
the remainder, excepting rol. allotted to clothe fuch aged men and 
women as fhould frequently attend the facrament, is appropriated-to 
clothe the children, buy books, and keep the {chool in repair. The 
falary of the mafler and mittrefs is now increafed to gol. per 
annum. 

George Smith, anno 1649, gave an acre of land, now let at Bread. 
1], 158. per annum, to be diftributed in bread three times a year. 

William Millet, anno 1663, gave 51. per annum to buy gowns of Clothes. 
fricze for two poor men and two women. Edward Betham (as above- 
mentioned) 101]. per annum to clothe aged perfons. Mr. William Poor. 
Marnham the younger, anno 1713, gave lands, now let at 31. tos. 
per annum, for poor houfekeepers not receiving alms.

den at Cambridge. By his will he left Gool. ftatue of their founder Henry the Sixth. 
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HE name of Perivale, by which this place is now generally 
known, does not occur in any records of a more ancient date 
than the 16th century. Norden fays, “ Perivale more truly Pure- 
vale,” alluding to the fertility of the vale wherein it is fituated. 
I think it more probable that the name of Perivale has arifen from a 
gradual corruption of Parva, an addition given to this place in moft 
ancient records, to diftinguith it from the other Greenford, which is 
confiderably larger both as to extent and population. 

Greenford Parva lies in the Hundred of Elthorne, about a milc 
and a half diftant from the Uxbridge road, and eight miles from Ty- 
burn turnpike. The parifh, which is bounded by Greenford Magna, 
Ealing, and Harrow, contains about feven hundred acres, a third 
of which only is arable. The foil is for the moft part clay, in fome 
parts gravel. This parifh pays the fum of 911. 118, 13d, to the 
land-tax. 

When the furvey of doomfday was taken, Ernulfus held three 
hides in Greenford, of Geoffrey de Mandeville: the land was one 
carucate and a half, on which one plough was employed. ‘Two 
villeins held half a hide, and there were two cottars and a flave ; 
pannage for forty hogs. ‘The land was worth twenty fhillings, but 
produced only ten, when granted to Geoffrey de Mandeville. In 
the Confeffor’s time it was worth forty fhillings. This land had 
been held by two fokemen ; one of them was a canon of St. Paul’s, 

who 
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who had two hides, and might alien them at his pleafure. The 
other was a fervant of Anfgar, the matter of the hoife, who could 
not make any grant without his mafter’s leave. In the fame village 
Anfgot held half a hide under the faid Geoffrey, which land was 
two oxgangs. This land was valued at three fhillings, and had 
been in the tenure of Azor, a fervant of Anfgar, who could not 
alien it without his mafter’s leave. Some of thefe eftates, but what 
part cannot be eafily afcertained, lay in the parifh of Great Green- 
ford, were afterwards granted to the priory of Ankerwyke, and 
formed the manor of Stickleton, which was held under the Bohuns, 
(heirs of the Mandeville’s,) as fuperior lords of the fee: the manor 
of Greenford Parva, or Cornhull, was held under them in like man- 
ner by the Beaumonts *. /Elveve, at the time of taking the Norman 
furvey, held half a hide in Greenford of the King, which had 
belonged to Leuric, a fervant of Earl Lewin, who had the power of 
aliening it to whom he pleafed. It was valued at ten fhillings ; in the 
reign of the Confeffor at twenty fhillings. 
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The manor of Cornhull, Cornhill, or Greenford Parva, with the Manor of

was granted by Thomas Hall, anno 1435, to William Eaftfield, citizen 
of London’. After paffling through fome other families *, it came to 
Sir Robert Southwell, who died feifed of it anno 1516. From 
1521 to 1559, it appears to have been the property of Sir Hum- 
phry Browne, and in 1573 of Henry Millet", Efg. from whom it 
defcended by female heirs to the families of Lane and Harrifon™. 
After the death of John Harrifon, Efq. it was fold anno 1767, to 
Richard Lateward, Efg. ‘* who, dying anno 1777, bequeathed it to 
John Schrieber, Efq. who has taken the name of Lateward, and is 
the prefent proprietor. 

A houfe called Beffe-place, with certain lands thereto belonging, 
being parcel of the pofleffions of Henry Morgan, attainted for high 
treafon, was granted, anno 1613, to John Levingfton, fubject to a 
fee-farm rent of forty fhillings “*. 

The church is a fmall ancient ftru€ture, built of ftones and flints, 
and covered with red tiles. It confifts of a chancel and nave; at 
the weft end of which is a wooden tower and low turret. ‘The 
infide is neat, and has been lately whitewafhed and repaired. In 
the windows of the chancel are fome remains of painted glais, 
among which are figures of St. Matthew and St. John. On the 
north wall of the chancel are the monuments of Thomas Lane,

The parith of Hackney is fituated on the north-caft fide of Lon- 
don; its ncareft diftance is not more than one mile from Shoreditch 
church*. It extends from Cambridge-heath to Stamford-hill, (being 
about three miles and a half,) in a ftraight line from north to fouth. 
Its circumference beginning from Cambridge-heath, extends to the 
Wick and Temple mills, being bounded towards the eaft by the pa- 
rifhes of St. Matthew Bethnall-green and Stratford-bow ; fiom the 
Temple mills it is continued along the river Lee to Lee-bridge and 
the tile-kilns below Stamford-hill, being boundcd towards the north 
by the parifhes of Low Layton and Walthamftow, in Effex: from 
Stamford-hill it extends along the London-road through Newing- 
ton and Kingfland, almoft to Shoreditch workhoufe, being bounded 
on the weft by the parifhes of Tottenham, Stoke Newington, 
and Iflington ; towards the fouth, between the Kingflund-road 
and Cambridge-heath, it is bounded by the parifh of St. Leonard’s, 
Shoreditch. 

The hamlets and principal ftreets in Hackney are, Clapton, Ho- 
merton, Dorlefton or Dalfton, Shacklewell, Kingfland, that part of

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Newington which lies on the eaft fide of the high-road, Church- 
ftreet, Mare (or as formerly fpelt, Mcre, or Meer) Street ?, Grove- 
ftreet, and Well-ftreet. 

I could not afcertain with any degree of certainty the quantity of Nature of 
land, as there is no furvey of the parifh. The marth contains 335 i aa 
acres. About two-thirds of the farms are under grafs, and occupicd 
chiefly by cow-keepers, who have a ftock of about 600 cows. About Cow- 
thirty acres are occupied by market gardencrs. There are two good aceon 
nurfery-grounds; Simith’s at Dalfton, and Loddidge’s at Hackney. asferies, 
The proprietors of both deal largely in exotics; the latter is famous for 
the cultivation of new and rare plants. The foil at Hackney is various, soit. 
gravel, loam, clay, and brick-earth, which, in the neighbourhood Brickfelds. 
of Kingfland, is to be found of fo good a quality, and in fuch 
abundance, that 3001. an acre has been given for the liberty of 
making bricks, befides the ufual rent of the land. aft quantities 
both of bricks and tiles have been made there; and fome of the 
ficlds in which the vein of clay is exhaufted, have been put again 
into a ftate of cultivation; and with the affiftance of manure, are 
little lefs produ@tive than in their original ftate. 

The quota charged to the land-tax is 22311. 6s. 6d. which, in Land-tax.

relating to this place, is, that the Duke of Gloucefter and his party 
appeared in atms here in the reign of Richard II. and remained 
while they fent John Lord Lovell, with the Archbifhop of York and 
others, to the king *. 

Queen Elizabeth was at Hackney in the year 1591, and went 
thence to Theobalds on the 1oth of May°; to whom her vifit was 
paid does not appear. 

Manor of the The principal manor at Hackney (now called the Lord’s-hold) 
Lord's hols vas formerly parcel of the bifhopric of London ; and, though not 
mentioned in the record of Doomfday, was, it is probable, included 
in the furvey of Stepney. The Bifhop of London had a grant of 
free-warren in Hackney in the year 1291 °. Bithop Ridley, in the 
year 1550, furrendered this manor to the King’; in the year follow- 
ing, I find the King’s licence to Lord Wentworth to take poffef- 
fion of lands granted by Bifhop Ridley*; and in 1559, this manor 
was confirmed to him by act of parliament. It continued in the 
Wentworth family till the forfeiture of the Earl of Cleveland’s eftates 
in 1652: in the year 1659, William Smith and others, who, it is 
probable, had purchafed it of the parliamentary commiffioners, aliened 
it to William Hobfon, Efq.’ who died anno 1662: his three daugh- 
ters and coheirs married Sir William Bolton, Knt. Patient Ward, E{q. 
and William White, Efq. *° who were lords of the manor till 1669”, 
when they appear to have aliened it to John Forth, Efg. alderman 
of London "*; in the year 1676, it came into the hands of Nicholas 
Cary and Thomas Cooke, goldfmiths of London ; in 1690 and 1694, 
it appears to have been the fole property of Sir Thomas Cooke,

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Knt."* In 1697, it was purchafed by Francis Tyffen, Efg."* from 
whom it defcended to the late Francis John Tyffen, Efq. under 
whofe will Richard Benyon, Efq. and the Reverend Peter Beauvoir, 
are now lords of the manor as truftees in fee. The fite of the ma- 
nor-houfe is not known. 

In the year 1617, Thomas Lord Wentworth, in confideration of 
certain fums of money paid to his father Henry Lord Wentworth, 
and to himfelf, by fome of the copyholders of his manor of Stepney, 
and of the Lord’s-hold in Hackney, agreed to grant certain pri- 
vileges, liberties, and immunities to the faid copyholders; and to 
procure an act of parliament to confirm them. This act was ac- 
cordingly procured in the year 1623. The cuftoms of the manor, 
with the above privileges, &c. were printed anno 1587, and again, 
with the act of parliament above-mentioned, anno 1651. Lands in 
this manor, as well as in that of the King’s-hold, defcend, according 
to the ftriGt cuftom of gavel-kind, which makes all the fons coheirs ; if 
there are no fons, the daughters are coheirs; and in default of iffue, 
the collateral branches inherit in the fame manner. 

The Knights Templars had formerly fome poffeffions in this pa- 
rifh. In the year 1233 they purchafed half a hide of land, with its 
appurtenances, of Ralph de Burgham, for fixteen marks fterling “. 
It appears by an inquifition taken at Hackney anno 1331, that the 
Knights Templars, in the year 1308, had property in Hackney as 
follows, viz. 6]. 1s. 8d. rents of affize ; thirty-five acres and a half 
of meadow, valued at forty pence an acre; certain fervices of the 
tenants, (viz. the mowing twelve acres of meadow,) valued at fever 
fhillings ; pleas and profits of court, half a mark; and a water-mill, 
valued at 11. 6s. 8d. They had another water-mill of the fame va-

few acres of meadow, all held, fays the record, of the king “ ad 
“ frmam” by virtue of their commiffions *. The lands hcre men- 
tioned were of much fmaller extent, I imagine, than their former 
pofleflions, a confiderable part of which they feem to have granted 
at an earlicr period to Robert de Wyke"’. Other documents men- 
tion the Temple-mills as being held under the Bifhop of London, as 
lord paramount of the manor of Hackney ; and it is recorded, that 
when Philip de Tame, prior of St. John of Jerufalem, (to which 
monatftery all the poffeflions of the Knights Templars were granted 
upon the abolition of that order,) took pofleffion of them, he was 
admitted by fuit of court. An annua) quit-rent was paid alfo to 
the Bifhop of London’. After the diffolution of the priory of St. 
John of Jerufalem, this eftate at Hackney appears to have been 
granted to Henry Earl of Northumberland, who, in the year 1535, 
conveyed it to Sir Thomas Audley (lord chancellor) and others, for 
the King’s ufe*. Tt appears, neverthelefs, that the Earl kept pof- 
feffion of it till his death, which happened two years afterwards “ at 
“‘ his manor of Hackney™.” It then reverted to the crown, and 
from that time was called the Manor of King’s-hold. Edward VI. 
in the year 1547, (the firft of his reign,) purfuant to an intention of 
his father, granted this manor, (then valued at 391. 15s. 4d. per 
annum,) to William Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, who fold it the 
fame year to Sir Ralph Sadler. From him it paffed the year follow- 
ing to Edward Carew, Efq.”; and, having continued for fome gene-

Jn the year 1596 this manor, with the capital manfion 
called the King’s-place, (then lately in the tenure of Sir Rowland 
Hayward,) was conveyed by Anthony Radcliffe and others, (the 
executors, it is probable, of Sir Rowland,) to Elizabeth Countefs of 
Oxford, who, in the year 160g, aliened the manor of Hackney 
(i. e. this of the King’s-hold) with four meffuages, two cottages, 
two tofts, &c. one hundred acres of land, fifty of meadow, one hun- 
dred of pafture,sand twenty of wood, in the parifhes of Hackney 
and Tottenham, to Fulke Grevile *, his heirs and affigns. Soon 
afterwards, by fome grant or exchange, this manor became vefted 
in the crown; for I find it granted by James I. anno 1614, to 
Thomas Laud and Thomas Bankes*. It was afterwards the pro- 
perty of William Hobfon, Ffq. before-mentioncd, and appears to 
have been aliened by his fons-in-law to Sir George Vyner, whofe 
firft court was held in 1668°.

Richard de Haftings, and the chapter of the Templars, at an 
early period, granted to Robert de Wick (in fee) all the land which 
had been Ailbriat’s, excepting the fields which were in the tenure 
of Alfrich and Lefwin, four acres given to them by William de 
Haftyngs, and two acres of meadow at Stratford, the faid Robert 
paying to the Templars an annual rent of two marks”.

It feems likely, that this eftate defcended to the heirs of the Karl 
of Salifbury, for it appears, that it came into the hands of the 
crown by reafon of the minority of Edward, fon of George Duke 
of Clarence, attainted *, who had married an heirefs of that family. 
Henry VII. granted it to Sir John Rifley, who dying without iffuc, 
it efcheated to the crown, and was granted, anno 1513, to William 
Compton, Efq.** I have found nothing further relating to it till the 
year 1633, when it was aliened by Thomas Haynes to John Bayliffe 
and Robert Thorpe *. After undergoing feveral fubfequent aliena- 
tions, by way of mortgage and otherwife, it became vefted in Jofeph 
Barbaroux, of whom it was purchafed, in the year 1765, by Ed- 
ward Woodcock, Efq. It is now the property of Mrs. Woodcock, 
reli of Edward Woodcock, LL. D. 

In the year 1352, Sir John de Afpale leafed his manor of Hog- 
gefton in Hackney, to Thomas Harwold“'. It was in the poffeffion 
of Elizabeth Afpale, his widow, anno 1372“. In the year 1389 
John Quy releafed all right in this manor to Henry Vanner and 
others “*. John Philpot died feifed of it anno 1485, his fon John

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being his heir. It was held of the Bifhop of London by a quit-rent 
of twelve fhillings **, I have not met with any other records relating 
to this manor, nor do I know its fite. The hamlets of Hoxton and 
Haggerfton are both within the adjoining parith of St. Leonard, 
Shoreditch. ‘The latter was a manor at the time of the Norman 
conqueft, being then called Hergoteftane, the property of Robert 
Gernon, ; 

Roger Wynchcombe, John de Leycefter, and John de Have- 
ryng, anno 1376 gave eighty acres of land in Hackney, Shoreditch, 
and Stepney, to the hofpital of St. Mary without Bifhopfgate “. 
Henry VIH. anno 1545, gave London-field in this parith, parcel of 
the poileifions of that hofpital, to Thomas Darcy, Gent. of the 
ptivy chamber, in exchange for other ands“. The fame year he 
granted lands in Hackney and Stepney (which had belonged to the 
fame hofpital) to Ralph Warren and others “. 

In the year 1352, the prior of St. John of Jerufalem granted a capital 
manfion or place (placea edificata ) in Hackney, called Beauliez, late 
the property of John de Banbury, to John Blaunch and Nicholas 
Shordych, to be held by an annual quit-rent of 6s. 8d.“ The fite 
of this manfion I fuppofe to have been the fame which Stow calls 
Shoreditch-place ; but fays, that he knows not how it acquired the 
name. Since Stow’s time it has been called Shore-place, and a 
tradition has prevailed that it was the refidence of Jane Shore, to 
fupport which, a portrait, faid to be her’s, was formerly fhewn 
there”. The old manfion was pulled down fome years ago, when 
the name of Shore-place was given to a row of houfes built near 
its fite.

ried Giles Heron, of Shacklewell. Her hufband became involved 
in the ruin of his father-in-law, and was attainted of high treafon. 
His only fon Thomas dying in his infancy, that branch of the 
family became extinct. ** Shacklewell-houfe was afterwards for fe- 
veral generations the property and refidence of the Rowes, and 
was fold by Henry Rowe, about the year 1700, to Francis Tyffen, 
Efg. to whofe defcendants the fite and adjoining eftate * ftill belong. 
The houfe, in the windows of which were the arms of Rowe and 
Mortimer, was pulled down a few years before the laft edition of 
Stow’s Survey was publifhed™. 

Near the church ftands an ancient manfion called the Black-and- 
White-houfe, many years a boarding-{chool for young ladies, and 
now about to be pulled down. It appears to have been built in the 
year 1578 by a citizen, whofe arms”, with thofe of the Merchant 
Adventurers * and the Ruffian Company”, are over the chimney, 
and occur in the window of the great parlour with fome other 
coats. In the window of a drawing-room above flairs are the 
arms of James I. Charles I. the Elector Palatine “, and the Duke of

Holftein, brother of Anne of Denmark, who was in England foon 
after the acccflion of JamesI. The houfe was afterwards the pro- 
perty and refidence of the Vyners®. It was repaired and enlarged, 
anno 1662, by Sir Thomas Vyner, whofe arms“ and initials are to 
be feen on the walls. This houfe is held under the manor of the 
rectory, alias Grumbolds. 

In Mare-ftrect is another ancient manfion, built about the year 
1591, upon a fpot of ground called Barbour Berns, by which name, 
or rather Barber’s Barn, the houfe has been fince defcribed in old 
writings. This houfe was the refidence of Colonel John Okey, one 
of the regicides, and was in his tenure at the time of his attainder **. 
His intereft in the premifes being forfeited to the crown, was 
granted to the Duke of York, who, by his indenture dated 1663, 
gave up his right thercin to Okey’s widow. It is now the property 
of Mr. Conrad Loddidge, and adjoins to his nurfery grounds. 

In the year 1512 it was prefented by a jury, that the bridge called 
the Temple-mill-bridge, alias Marfh-ftreet-bridge, in Hackney-martfh, 
was very ruinous, and that William Teye of Colchefter ought to re- 
pair it, as proprietor of a certain pafture called Wallis in Hackney, 
formerly belonging to Andrew de Barking, and afterwards to George 
Schordiche . 

The parifh-church, which is dedicated to St. Auguftine, confifts 
of a nave, chancel, and two aifles. At the weft end is a fquare 
flone tower of Gothic architecture. The church appears to have 
been, in a great meafure, rebuilt in the early part of the fixteenth 
century, principally, as I imagine, at the expence of Sir John Heron, 
King, or of the Duke of Holftein.

“ nuous afferter of civil and religious liberty, whofe charaéter re- 
“ commended him to the perfonal knowledge and favour of King 
“ William, as in the preceding reign it had expofed him to the re- 
“ fentment of King James, who, on that account, firft clofetted and 
“ then imprifoned him. He was well fkilled in polite literature, 
in moft branches of which he left a very valuable colle@ion. To 
“ the fame love of their country, purfuit of knowledge, and prac- 
“ tice of virtue, he endeavoured to form and train up his defcend- 
“* ants, it is to be hoped, not altogether unfuccefsfully. Near him 
*« lyes his much loved wife Anne, defcended from the Norrifes of 
“ Speke in Lancafhire, remarkable for beauty of perfon, prudence, 
“ and virtue, together with three of their children, James, William, 
“ and Anne. In the fame grave lyes his father, James Sotheby, a 
* merchant of London, and once an inhabitant of this place, and 
“ Mary, his wife ; parents worthy of fuch a fon. In grateful me-

On a pillar at the north-weft coraer of the chancel is a brafs plate 
{with the effigies of the deceafed in his pulpit) to the memory of 
Hugh Johnfon, who was vicar of this parith forty-five years, and 
died anno 1618. Underneath his effigies are fome Latin verfes. 

On the floor of the chancel are the tombs of Thomas Blackall, 
Efg. (1688) ; John Blackall, Efq. (1722); Bridget, wife of William 
Bates, merchant (1725); and others of thofe families. Thomas 
Blackall was an alderman of London. . His fon, Offspring Blackall, 
afterwards Bithop of Exeter, refided, in the early part of his life, 
with his father at Dalfton, in an ancient brick houfe, now let out in 
lodgings.

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On the fouth fide of the chancel is a chapel, ereéttd in the year 
1614, by Sir Henry Rowe, Knt. as a place of interment for his fa- 
mily. Oppofite the door, againft the fouth wall, is a large and 
handfome monument of black and veined marble, fupported by co- 
lumns of the Corinthian order, to the memory of Sir Henry Rowe, 
{ome time Lord Mayor of London, (and father to the founder of the 
chapel,) who died anno 1612. Under two arches are the effigies of 
Sir Henry and his lady ; below are figures of three fons and three 
daughters. An infcription, in Englifh verfe, informs us that the de- 
ceafed was fon of Sir Thomas Rowe, fome time Lord Mayor of 
London, and his wife Mary. The monument is adorned with the 
arms and quarterings of Rowe”, thofe of the Merchant Adven- 
turers”, the Mercers”, and the Merchant Taylors’ Companies. 
On the eaft fide of the chapel is a large table tomb, covered with a 
flab of black marble, (nine feet feven inches in length, and four 
feet in breadth,) to the memory of Henry Rowe, Efq. ” of Shackle- 
well, who died anno 1670. On the north wall, over the door, is 
the monument of Elizabeth, wife of John Bennett”, who dicd

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In the year 1789 it was refolved, on account of the great increafe 
of inhabitants in this parith, to build a larger church, upon a new 
fite in the field adjoining to the prefent church-yard. The new 
building, which is of brick, was begun in the month of May 1791; 
it is covered in, but, as yet, is unfinithed. Its form is that of a crofs; 
the length, from eaft to weft, one hundred and four fect, and the 
fame from north to fouth. The tower is to be at the north end, to 
face the road. ‘Three of the projeAing fides of the crofs are intended 
for galleries; the fourth for the chancel. The centre is an area of 
fixty-three feet, which will be left open, and free from any obftruc- 
tion of pillars. It is calculated that the whole building will contain 
feats for two thoufand perfons. The failure of one of the con- 
tractors has been a confidcrable impediment to the progrefs of the 
work. 

At Homerton is a chapel, built by Stephen Ram, Efq. in the year 
1729, and now ufed as a meeting-houfe for the Methodifts™. In 
this chapel is the moaument of Anne Ram, wife of the founder. 
She died anno 1710, and was buried in Hackney-church, but her 
body was afterwards removed to Homerton. 

At Upper Clapton is a neat chapel, built in the year 1777, by Mr. 
Devall, for the accommodation of his own tenants and other inha- 
bitants of that hamlet and its neighbourhood. It will contain about 
four hundred perfons, and is rented by the Rev. Jclinger Symons, 
B.D. curate of the parifh. 

The chapel, which belonged formerly to the hofpital at Kingfland, 
is now ufed for the accommodation of the inhabitants of that hamlet. 
The chaplain is nominated by the governors of St. Bartholomew’s 
hofpital, who have lately appointed the Rev. James Maidman. 

The church of Hackney is dedicated to St. Auguftine, though it 
has of late been erroneoufly called the church of St. John of Jerufa-

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lem, a miftake which would have been more cafily accounted for if 
the patronage had ever been annexed to the manor, which belonged 
to the monaftery of St. John’s. But it is well known that the ad- 
vowfon of the rectory (which is a manor and known by the name 
of Grumbolds) was.vefted in the Bifhops of London, as lords of 
the fuperior manor, till both together were feparated from that fee 
in the reign of Edward VI. and they have fince that time undergone 
the fame alienations™. Ralph Stratford, Bifhop of London, had a 
licence from Edward II. to annex the church of Hackney, then 
valued at fifty marks per annum, to the office of precentor of St. 
Paul’s cathedral, in exchange for the church of Stortford; but it 
does not appear that the appropriation ever took effect’. The pa- 
tronage of the vicarage is, properly fpeaking, vefted in the redtor, 
but it has long been cuftomary for the incumbent, immediately upon 
his prefentation, to grant the patron a leafe of the reGtorial inanor 
of Grumbolds, by virtue of which he prefents alfo to the vicarage. 
In the year 1327 the vicarage was rated at twelve marks”; it is 
valued in the King’s books at 20l. In 1650 the parfonage-houfe, 
glebe, and tithes were eftimated at 140]. per annum; the vicarage 
at sol.” 

In the year 1345, a dwelling-houfe was granted to Thomas vicar 
of Hackney, and his fucceflors, to be held of the reétor by the an- 
nual render of a red rofe*. The prefent vicarage-houfe was built 
by fubfcription in the year 1705, at the expence of about 7701.”

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Chriftopher Urfwick, prefented to the reCtory of Hackney by Chriftopner 


Bifhop Hill, anno 1502, was a man of very confiderable eminence. 
He is faid to have been recorder of London in the reign of Ed- 
ward IV.""; but he feems to have been miftaken; for Sir Thomas 
Usfwick was recorder of London, and afterwards (anno 1472) chief 
baron of the Exchequer. His abilities as a ftatefman, which had 
been evinced in his fuccefsful endeavours to promote the union be- 
tween Henry VII. to whom he was chaplain, and Elizabeth of York, 
induced the King to employ him in various important negociations 
and embaffies. He was inftalled dean of Windfor in 1495; and cn- 
joyed, at the fame time, the archdeaconry of Richmond in York- 
fhire. After he became re€tor of Hackney he fixed his refidence 
there, and fpent the remainder of his days in religious retirement'™* 
having refigned his other preferments, and refufed a proffered bi- 
fhopric. By his will he defired to be buried in the church of Hack~ 
ney, before the image of St. Auftin'’. He was fucceeded in the 
re€lory by Richard Sparkeforth ‘*.

Richard Sampfon, collated by Bifhop Stokefley anno 1534, was Ricard

in Lorrain anno 1604.°°. 

Chriftopher Carlile, collated anno 1571, is fuppofed to have been 
the perfon (of that name) who publifhed a treatife on Chrift’s de-

George Moor, who was rector during the civil war, is faid to 
have been ejected by the Puritans‘. It appears, however, that he 
was in poffeffion of the rectory at the time of taking the parliamen- 
tary furvey, anno 1650, and that he died,reftor in 1664. 

The prefent rector is the Rev. Peter Beauvoir. 

David Doulben, prefented to the vicarage in 1618', was pro- 
moted to the fee of Bangor in 1631, and dying the 27th of Novem- 
ber 1633, at Bangor-houfe in Shoe-lane, London, was buried at 
Hackney on the 29th"’. He was fucceeded in the vicarage by 
Gilbert Sheldon", afterwards warden of All-Souls-college, and even- 
tually Archbifhop of Canterbury, the munificent founder of the 
Sheldonian Theatre at Oxford. Sheldon’s fucceffor at Hackney, 
was Dr. Calibute Downing "*, a man of confiderable notoriety dur- 
ing the ftruggles for power in the middle of the laft century. He 
was at firft a zealous writer in defence of the Hierarchy ; afterwards 
not lefs zealous, both as a writer and preacher, in favour of the Pu- 
ritans. He was one of the affembly of divines, was chaplain to 
Lord Robarts’s regiment in the parliamentary army, became a co- 
venanter in 1643, and foon afterwards joined the independents. 
He died, fuddenly, at Hackney in 1644. His fon George, changing 
his politics at the reftoration, was created a baronet, and made 
a commiffioner of the cuftoms"”.

lars. In thefe dramas Dr. Benjamin Hoadly, author of the Suf- 
picious Hufband, and his brother, Dr. John Floadly, a dramatic 
writer alfo, who were both educated at this {chool, formerly dif- 
tinguifhed themfelves, particularly the latter, who acquired great 
credit in the character of Phocyas, in the Siege of Damafcus. Mr. 
Newcome, the vicar, lies buried in the church-yard, where is the

John Strype. John Strype, the celebrated antiquary, was chofen lecturer in the 
year 1689, and enjoyed that fituation till the year 1724, when he 
refigned it‘, but continued to refide at Hackney till his death, 
which happened in the month of December 1737, and in the 
ninety-fourth year of his age. Upon Strype’s refignation the parifh 
chofe fix leCturers*’, who preached two months cach, by turns, 
Francis Pile, viz. Francis Pile, John Coppin, Thomas Bullock, John Dubordieu, 
i William Simpfon, and David Scurlock; moft of them were men of 
fome eminence.

poffeffion of the meeting-houfe ; nor were they fuffered to affemble 
without moleftation, till the oppofite party had refolved to build a 

new houfe, the foundation of which was laid in the year 1715 * 

The old meeting-houfe, which has been fince pulled down, ftood 

nearly oppofite to that now occupied by the Independents, at the 

corner of St. Thomas’s-fquare. The new houfe was called the 
Gravel-pit meeting-houfe.

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therefore, that on the 3oth of March 1794, Dr. Pricftley preached a 


farewcl fermon to this congregation, previoufly to his leaving this 
country for the purpofe of fpending the remainder of his days upon 
the continent of America. 

The prefent congregation at the Gravcl-pit meeting-houfe are 
Unitarians. 

A college for the education of Proteftant diflenters was eftablifhed 
at Hackney in the year 1787, under the care of Dr. Kippis, Dr. 
Price, Dr. Rees, Mr. Morgan, and Mr. Worthington, as tutors and 
profeffors, Upon Dr. Price’s death, Dr. Pricftley fucceeded to his 
department in the college. Being now conduéted upon a more 
confined fcale than when it was firft eftablifhed, the only fuper- 
intendents at prefent are Dr. Rees and Mr. Belfham, who is Dr. 
Prieftley’s fucceffor alfo as paftor to the congregation. 

The Independents have a meeting-houfe at this place, and a fmall 
cemetery, in which are the tombs of Mrs. Sarah Lambe (1788) ; 
John Philibrown (1788) ; the Rev. Ebenezer Johnfton (1791); and 
a few others. 

The Jews belonging to the Hambrough fynagogue have a burial- 
ground in Grove-ftreet, which was purchafed and appropriated to 
that purpofe anno 1788. In this ground are the tombs of Ifrael 
Levin Salamons, Efq. (1788); Jacob Elias, aged ninety-two (1788); 
and Ifaac aged ninety-two (1792). 

The regifter of baptifms at this place begins in the year 1556; 
that of marriaggs in 1589; and that of burials in 1593. Having 
been favoured by Mr. Wright of Hampton-court, with the ufe of 
fome MSS. papers which belonged to his father Robert Wright, 
D. D. late vicar of Hackney, confifting principally of notes taken 
for the moft part from the parifh regifter and veftry-books by Mr. 
Newcome, his predeceffor, and continued by himfelf; I found 
among other particulars the number of baptifms, burials, and mar- 

riages 
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riages in each year, from the earlieft period of the regifter to the 
year 1739. The whole of thefe I have divided inta averages of 
ten years, and have continued the table to the prefent time, as

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The increafe of houfes ‘has been nearly in an equal proportion to 
that of baptifms. In 1640, the number of houfeholders was 324.3 
in 1756, 983; in 1779, 12123 in 1789, about 1500. The pre- 
fent number is about 1600. 

The poor’s-rate in 1659, was 120].; in 1684, 2161., in 170r, 
217], 128.5 in 1710, 3261.3; and in'1794, about twelve .times thi + 
fum, viz. 39141. 

In the year 1593, forty-two perfons died of the plague in Hack- 
ney. In 1603 there were 321 burials, of which 269 were perfons 
who died of the plague; yet it is faid in the regifter that none but 
men and women of note were inferted; all children and vagrants 
having Leen omitted. In 1625 there were 266 burials, of which 
about 170 were perfons who died of the plague. In 1665, although 


_ the parifh was become more populous, the havock occafioned by this 


fatal diftemper was not fo great ; the whole number buried. that year 
being 225. On the 16th of July 1665, it was agreed in veftry, 
that the vicar, churchwardens, and overfeers, thoyld choofe four 
women for nurfes to take care of the fick, who fhould be allowed 


_ four fhillings a month for life, and fhould have twenty fhillings a

month during their attendance; that four Bearers alfo fhould be 
chofen, to be allowed four fhillings a week each during the infection ; 
that a clofe cover fhould be made for the church coffin; and that a 
fedan fhould be provided for removing the fick to peft-houfes. 
On the sth of@Beptember a collection was ordered to be made from 
lodgers for the*P®or infected. |
